chusetts, makes her first appearance 
in PROFITABLE HOBBIES this month with 
her article, “Trays That You Wear,” on 
page 34.

So 
we asked her to introduce herself, which 
she did, as follows: 

“I’m sure what happened to me has 
happened to a great many people: 
something begun simply as a hobby—in 
my case, writing—after a while starts to 
bring in a little income, ends by chang- 
ing one’s whole life. 

“That, essentially, is what happened to 
the Jamnbacks, too, as I think my story 
about their trays shows. While I was 
working on it, they became my friends 
as well as my ‘subjects, and the parallel 
was one thing that drew me to them. 
That, and the fact that all of us were 
supposedly ‘settled’ for life when our 
hobbies came along and took hold of us. 

“To me, it happened about six years 
ago. I was a housewife, then, mother of 
a lively and lovable small boy. 

“Why do I say ‘then’?—I still am. But 
something new has been added. 

“I still grin when I contemplate how 
it started: it seems so very undramatic 
and commonplace. I'd always liked to 
write, edited my high school magazine, 
etc., but when it came to picking out a 
career, felt you had to be a potential 
Shakespeare or Tolstoy to succeed at it. 
So while at Smith College I majored in 
history and art. 

“As it turned out, I never did have me 
a ‘career, got married instead. Some 
years later I joined the Gardner ( Massa- 
chusetts) Woman's Club and, probably 
through sheer desperation, they put me 
on the Press Board. 

“This revived my interest in writing. 
Presently my friends began compliment- 
ing me on my reports, and my hat size 
got enlarged by several inches. I thought, 
‘If I’m that good, maybe I could be 
better—even get paid for it.’ 

“So I went to the library and took out 
all the books they had on writing. One 
way or another, they all said the same 
thing: ‘Start in your own backyard.’ So 
I did. After some casting about, I did a 
piece on the Westminster Cracker Shop 
as the oldest of its kind in New England 
—it helped, of course, that I know the 
owner—and sent it down to the maga-

Sirs: 

As a ceramic enthusiast and owner 
of a ceramic studio, I would like to clear 
up a very common misconception, ap- 
pearing in many craft magazines and 
articles, and now, in the February issue, 
appearing in yours. I refer to the article 
“Co-Ceramists,” by Audrey Hulser, in 
which plaster casting is referred to as 
ceramics. While the Hulser’s hobby is 
a very dignified and interesting one, as 
well as a profitable one, if handled 
right—it is not ceramics. 

The etymology of the term shows that 
it has been derived from the Greek 
word keramos, meaning a potter, or 
pottery, but that the Greek word is 
related to an older root, meaning “to 
burn” and as used by the Greeks them- 
selves its primary meaning was “burnt 
stuff.” The fundamental idea contained 
in the word was that of a product ob- 
tained through the action of fire upon 
earthy material. There are therefore two 
fundamental tests for a ceramic article: 
1. It must be a product in whose manu- 
facture a high-temperature treatment 1s 
involved. 2. It must be a product com- 
posed entirely, or chiefly, of raw ma- 
terials of an earthy nature. 

Ceramics therefore must be fired, and 
this means in general to at least 1,800 
degrees, and therefore also rules out 
those products baked in an ordinary 
oven. True ceramic objects must be fired 
in a kiln. 

Casting plaster figurines is often 
called composition, and other trade 
names are worked -out, but whatever it 


is called, it should not be called ce- | 


ramics. 

This would not be complete without 
saying that we enjoyed the Hulser’s 
article very much, and see from the pic- 
tures that they are turning out some 
very nice work.

YOUR OWN CORSAGES 


StyLinc Corsaces WitH GARDEN 
FLowers, by Mary Hazel Drummond 
(247 pages; illustrated; the Macmillan 
Co., New York City; $4.75). 


N MOST families when the daughter 

of the house needs a corsage for the 
junior prom or mother must have one for 
a formal dinner party, it means a call or 
a trip to the florist shop and a bill that 
sometimes is on the steep side. Even 
if your own garden is full of flowers 
the idea of making your own corsages 
may never occur to you. Of course, dur- 
ing some seasons of the year you must 
depend on the florist, but when your 
own flowers are in bloom there is no 
reason why you can’t make your own 
corsages, as Mary Hazel Drummond 
makes clear in “Styling Corsages With 
Garden Flowers.” 

Because the over-all effect of color 
harmony is at the root of every corsage 
Mrs. Drummond, herself a professional 
florist, teacher and frequent judge at 
flower shows, begins with a thorough 
discussion of the principles of color 
harmony and then goes on to apply 
those principles specifically to the se- 
lection of flowers for corsages, includ- 
ing their relation to your skin type, 
hair color and make-up. 

The tools and equipment needed for 
corsage making are on the whole sim- 
ple, but as Mrs. Drummond points out, 
they are essential and she lists what they 
are before going into the matter of the 
actual cutting of flowers from your 
garden and giving them the sort of care 
and treatment which will prolong their 
life and so make your corsage retain its 
beauty over a longer span. She includes

a number of specific techniques, such 
as waxing flowers, the use of plastic 
preservatives, the boiling of stems and 
other anti-wilt measures. 


he USE of foliage (Mrs. Drummond 
stresses that it should not be over- 
done) in corsages, the wiring, taping, 
assembling and styling, the use of rib- 
bons and bows and the dyeing of flow- 
ers to attain some special effect for a 
select occasion are all dealt with in 
detail by Mrs. Drummond. A number 
of diagrams help clarify the techniques 
involved, particularly the wiring, taping 
and assembling techniques, which the 
author assures us can be readily mas- 
tered with practice, even if you do feel 
awkward at first. 

Almost 100 pages of “Styling Cor- 
sages With Garden Flowers” are de- 
voted to a flower guide which lists 
many varieties of flowers, their bloom- 
ing seasons, color, size and suggestions 
for their wiring and styling into cor- 
sages. Flowers are listed by both their 
botanical and common names. 

Mrs. Drummond concludes her book 
with chapters on flowers for weddings, 
drying flowers, suggested corsages for 
holidays and special events, bouton- 
nieres, and special flower creations. In 
that last chapter she offers instructions 
for the making of a flower ball, rolled 
rose petals, a glamellia (a combination 
of the parts and petals of several gladioli 
to resemble a huge camellia) and an 
Hawaiian lei. 

This is a book which should add 
immeasurably to both the enjoyment 
and usefulness which you derive from 
your home garden, to say nothing of the 
lift it will enable you to give your ap-

pearance, no matter what the occasion. 
And there aren’t many occasions when 
a well styled corsage isn’t appropriate. It’s 
also a powerful morale builder and cer- 
tainly no less so because of the inner 
satisfaction that comes from knowing 
you created it yourself. 


POTTERY PORTRAITS 


VICTORIAN STAFFORDSHIRE PORTRAIT 
Ficures, by Bryan Latham (94 pages; 
illustraied; Alec Tiranti Ltd. London; 
distributed in the United States by 
Transatlantic Arts, Inc. Hollywood-by- 
the-Sea, Florida; $2). 


OW MANY of the fascinating Staf- 

fordshire pottery portrait figures 
described in this book are to be found 
in the United States is problematical but 
inasmuch as Bryan Latham states that a 
fascinating range of them may be found 
in English antique shops it is reason- 
able to assume that a considerable num- 
ber have found their way to this country, 
for oceans are seldom a barrier to the 
free passage of antiques. 

Mr. Latham calls these figures, turned 
out in large quantities in the nineteenth 
century, “a very pageant in pottery of 
the great Queen’s (Victoria) reign. 
Famous and notorious characters jostle 
one another cheek by jowl in this gay 
array. For whether a collector aspires to 
half a dozen figures on a mantelshelf, 
a score in a cabinet or a hundred ina 
well lighted alcove, it is always the 
bright, vivid colours that catch the eye 
of the observer, together with the bold 
characteristic attitudes of the different 
personalities.” 

Experts, says Mr. Latham, have held

1820 rather lightly but he predicts that 
the next few years will change that at- 
titude and that “Victorian Staffordshire 
Portrait Figures will come into their 
Own as a most interesting and worth- 
while development of Staffordshire Pot- 
tery.” So if you have any of these por- 
trait figures, hold on to them and if 
you know where you can pick some up 
not too expensively, better do it. 


HE ENTIRE history of Victoria’s 

reign is depicted in these pottery 
portraits. Between 300 and 400 differ- 
ent figures were produced, portraying 
about 150 individual historical person- 
alities and scenes. There were, of course, 
several reproductions of the royal fam- 
ily, as well as contemporary foreign 
royalty. Military figures of the Crimean 
War, the Indian mutiny and other war 
heroes were reproduced in pottery. Lord 
Byron, Jenny Lind, Sir Walter Scott, 
Edmund Kean, the famous Shakespear- 
ean actor, were among the celebrities of 
whom figures were made. Americans 
who were immortalized in pottery in- 
clude Benjamin Franklin, with a copy 
of the Declaration of Independence un- 
der his arm, John Brown, the abolition- 
ist, and Abraham Lincoln, mounted on 
a dashing charger and wearing a green 
cloak! English political leaders such as 
Prime Minister Gladstone, Moody and 
Sankey, the famous writers of hymns, 
prize fighters Heenan and Sayers, and 
some of the most notorious murderers 
and other criminals of their times also 
served as models for the Staffordshire 
figures. 

Seventy-one of the figures are illus- 
trated in black and white photographs 
and Mr. Latham has contributed descrip- 
tive notes for each. This little book of 
his might easily provide the inspiration 
that would start you on a einige and 
apparently not too expensive collecting 
hobby.

businesses, can be a source of steady in- 
come, while at the same time providing 
the pleasure that comes with any cre- 
ative activity. And make no mistake, 
printing, especially printing of sound 
quality, is a genuinely creative activity. 

While the authors of this book have 
included a great deal of excellent ma- 
terial on the history of printing, the 
creation and development of different 
type faces and the many mechanical 
advances in the printing craft, to the 
home hobbyist, the sections dealing with 
the fundamental processes involved in 
turning out a printing job will probably 
prove of the most value. Because these 
sections are directed at the student, who 
works with comparatively simple equip- 
ment, they will also serve well the pur- 
poses of the hobby printer, for his 


equipment too is likely to be of a rela- 
tively simple and inexpensive nature. 


H°” TO measure type, the type case 
and how to learn it, how to 
set type by hand in a composing stick, 
how to center a line, how to space com- 
position, how to space out a line, how 
to tie up a type form, how to take good 
proofs, how to read and mark proofs, 
kow to make corrections in a form, how 
to lock up the form and put it on the 
press, how to ink up a platen press, 
how to make-ready, how to feed the 
press — these are among the funda- 
mentals which the authors, both top 
men in the printing profession, cover 
in detail, with excellent accompanying 
illustrations. These are only some of 
the matters with which they deal. It 
should be sufficient to say that they 
have overlooked nothing in the process 
that begins with words in original manu- 
script form and ends with those words on 
the printed page. And they do not limit 
themselves to the mechanical details 
alone. They go into such matters as 
making layouts, choosing type faces and 
other aspects of printing, involving es- 
sentially artistic judgment and taste, 
which play so important a part in deter- 
mining the attractiveness of the fin- 
ished print job. 

People associated with the printing 
business are quite prone to take the 
same pride in their work as does the 
painter or sculptor. That is, the best do. 
The slovenly printer is the exception. 
This book is animated by the spirit of 
the printer who has respect for his craft 
and who scorns shoddy work. That spirit 
is also reflected in the physical appear- 
ance of the book, for it is itself a fine 
example of good printing.

EVERY DAY IS CARNIVAL DAY at the Kenneth Beggs home at Minneapolis, 
Minnesota. By simply turning a switch, Beggs has a Ferris wheel, merry-go-round 
and an airplane ride operating in his living room. 

Beggs, 50 years old and a cook by trade, has constructed an animated carni- 
val inside a five-gallon jug. He estimates that 10,000 hours of painstaking work 
have gone into the project, which he values at $10,000. 

The carnival under glass is a triumph of persistence and patience. Beggs 
inserted each small piece for the carnival through the narrow neck of the jug. 
He used no strings or wires to pull the carnival into position as is sometimes done 
with ship models. 

Beggs used simple tools to build the carnival. A jackknife came in handy 
for carving the small bits of wood and plastic. Two taxidermist’s forceps were his 
gripping tools, used to hold small parts together inside the jug. 

The Ferris wheel, merry-go-round and airplane ride were first built outside 
the jug. Then they were sawed apart and rebuilt in the jug. Time and again, 
Beggs had to redo his work when the glue didn’t hold or the rides were wobbly 
and off-center. 

Giving movement to his carnival was a project in itself. First Beggs tried 
jets of air from an air pump but the rides whirled around at such a breakneck speed, 
he junked this idea. Then he broke down an old phonograph and salvaged the motor. 
He hooked up the rides to the turntable spindle and after several false starts he 
was successful in running the rides slowly and evenly. The pulleys run through 
the neck of the bottle and through copper tubing to the rides. 

Besides the carnival, Beggs has constructed dozens of log cabins inside one- 
gallon jugs and smaller models inside of pint bottles. Each cabin has matchsticks 
that serve as logs and is surrounded by tiny bits of foliage and a fence to provide a 
rustic setting. 

One TV show on the West Coast has already featured Beggs and his five- 
gallon attraction. And several large Minneapolis stores are interested in using the 
bottled carnival as an eye-catching display to attract shoppers. KEN BERGLUND 
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Tr HORACE H. McCoy has recently 

retired to Banning, California, and 
with him has taken one of the most 
unusual hobby collection mementos. 
Through the years of his medical prac- 
tice, Dr. McCoy saved the corks taken 
from ether bottles, and has now made 
them into a table top! The corks are 
held together in a geometrical pattern 
by means of sawdust and lacquer be- 
tween bands of wood, in squares that 
grow larger as they go out toward the 
rim of the table. It’s a true conversation 
piece.

* enn LANDSCAPES, flowers, Amer- 
ican flags, etc. on watermelons is the 
profitable hobby of Arthur Greenwood 
of Birmingham, Alabama, who has been 
doing it now for thirty years. It all 
started when Greenwood, in the restau- 
rant business, used to carve the words 
“back again” on the watermelon rind 
when the season for the fruit started. 
People noticed his beautiful engraving 
and he continued his hobby by sketch- 
ing all kinds of scenes. The watermelons 
are exhibited in his restaurant window 
and are replaced every few days because 
the rind dries out and the white part 
turns brown. Greenwood uses an over- 
sized nail file as an engraving tool and 
he always pictures his scenes in his mind 
before making any sketches.

M* DOREEN Hamilton of Los An- 

geles, California, spends her spare 
time constructing scale model replicas 
of old-time horsedrawn fire engines 
which are accurate to the tiniest detail. 
Mrs. Hamilton, daughter of a fireman 
and wife of a former Los Angeles fire 
Captain, says weeks of research and vol- 
uminous correspondence with fire en- 
gine manufacturers precede each model 
project. Then detailed scale drawings of 
every part on the intricate apparatus 
are made before actual work on the 
model begins. In fashioning her models 
Mrs. Hamilton makes use of bobby pins, 
beads, fasteners and dressmaker scraps 
in addition to material available in hob- 
by shops. In this collection, which is 
valued at $10,000, is a miniature fire 
department which consists of a dozen 
engines ranging from hand-drawn carts 
and hose reels of the Civil War period 
to the combination chemical and hose 
wagons of the late 1890’s. The smallest 
fire engine Mrs. Hamilton has made is 
a completely equipped 1880 Amoskeag 
steamer that works yet weighs only two 
ounces.

Lamps From Wood 
Cast Up By The Sea

distinctive lamps wholesaling 
for up to $67.50. 


y BERG graduated from the Michi- 
gan State College a couple of years 
ago and moved to Miami, Florida, to 
take up a graduate course. As he and his 
wife got acquainted with Miami they 
were attracted by the unusual lamps and 
tables that were made from driftwood 
and offered for sale in roadside shops. 
“Both of us were suddenly inspired 
to buy some driftwood pieces to take 
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home when we went back to Michigan,” 
recalls Berg. “As we stopped and visited 
some of the shops, we were sadly dis- 
appointed to find the prices too high 
and beyond our budget. It bothered me 
to see my wife’s dreams for the lamps 
shattered, so I suddenly got the idea to 
try to make her one. I had examined 
them carefully and had seen how they 
were created and put together, so I was 
sure I could make one. 

“We stopped our car at one of the 
stands along the ocean beach and bought 


some driftwood gathered along the 
beach. Arriving at our Miami home, I 
entered the garage workshop and cut out 
the form of a lamp from the wood and 
proceeded to make a lamp. My wife 
stood right beside me and watched with 
amazement as her dream for a driftwood 
lamp took form. 

“Finally the lamp was completed with 
a shade, placed upon a small table and 
admired from a distance by my wife and 
me. To say the least, we were very proud 
of our first driftwood lamp, one that 
was destined to start us off in the busi- 
ness of making them.” 

Visitors to the Berg home were at- 
tracted by the driftwood lamp, too, and 
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they asked Berg if he would make them 
one. Berg said he could, and before long 
word got around that his driftwood 
lamps were something different for the 
modern home. Before he knew it, he 
was forced to devote his full time to 
making driftwood lamps to keep up 
with his orders. 


S lisa DRIFTWOOD from which Berg 

makes the lamps is part of the trees 
that have been torn from the ground by 
floods, hurricanes or man, and washed 
or blown in the rivers or oceans to drift 
aimlessly over the oceans and seas. As 
the wood drifts, the salt water, hot trop- 
ical sun, rain, wind and buffeting by the 
waves combine to wear and tear away 
the soft parts, twisting, turning and 
warping the piece into a fantastically 
shaped thing of beauty. Some of the 
shapes resemble reptiles, birds, fish, ani- 
mals and other objects. 

“I’ve seen a piece of driftwood that 
resembled an old Spanish galleon of the 
sixteenth century,” says Berg. “The re- 
semblance was so great that it was al- 
most unbelievable that this beautiful, 
delicate piece of work could be fash- 
ioned by chance by the elements. There 
are never two pieces alike, as each is an 
original creation, carved by nature— 
sometimes in its wildest fury and some- 
times in a peaceful mood.” 


Berg gathers along the Miami shores 
the driftwood he uses in making the 
lamps and it may have drifted in from 
far away places. There may be Circassian 
walnut from Russia, harewood from 
England, Carpathian elm from France, 
bubiyan from Africa, rosewood from 
Brazil, prima vera from Panama, tulip- 
wood from Mexico, yuba from Australia, 
plantia from the Philippines, rarma 
from Japan, cypress from one of the 
gulf states, redwood from California. 

“I first started making the driftwood 
lamps in my garage workshop, but I 
soon outgrew those working quarters,” 
says Berg. “With the orders increasing 
daily, I found I hardly had room to turn 
around in my shop, so I was forced to 
find larger working quarters. 

“After looking around a bit, I was 
lucky to find just the building I needed 
on a heavily traveled avenue—bringing 
many tourists from the northern states 
to my lamp shop. The shop was fifteen 
by fifty feet and offered an attractive 
display room in the front facing the 
avenue. 

“My wife and I decided that my lamp 
shop must have a name, so I named it 
The Sea Driftwood as my lamps were 
fashioned from this product and it 
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seemed appropriate. I equipped my shop 
with an eighteen-inch band saw, table 
sander, hand saws, drill press, two small 
\4-inch electric drills, screw drivers, 100 
lamp sockets, lamp harps, threaded 
Y4-inch pipe finial caps, 1,000 feet of 
electric cord, plugs, assorted screws, 
shellac, wax and paint.” 


AS BERG devoted full time to creating 
lamps from driftwood, he found 
that he gradually increased his speed 
and efficiency. 

“I surprised myself when I found I 
was turning out 100 lamps a week,” says 
Berg. “The lamps were made in various 
heights and sizes with assorted colored 
bases—either a black base or a natural 
driftwood base: 


“The’lamps range in sizes from twen- 
ty-six inches to thirty-six inches. Then, 
too, I turn out a sixty-inch floor lamp 


Eee 


with a black or natural driftwood base, 
which is a popular model.” 

A piece of driftwood with an unusual 
design or shape, such as a twisted form, 
is the type that makes an appealing 
lamp. If you are interested in emulating 
him, Berg suggests that after searching 
along the sea shore, river or lake, you'll 
discover a number of pieces from which 
you can make your selection. Half the 
fun of making a driftwood lamp lies in 
the search for and the discovery of suit- 
able pieces of wood. 

Once you have your piece of drift- 
wood, you are ready to cut it to the 
desired height you want the lamp to be. 
You may have to cut some off the top 
and bottom of the raw piece (so that 
you have your best form in the lamp) 
but this can be done easily with a hand 
saw or band saw. 

Berg suggests to the prospective lamp

maker that he wash the driftwood in 
warm soapy water to remove all the 
sand and mud gathered in the course 
of its drifting. 

Next (after the wood has dried from 
its washing) it should be sandpapered 
with several grades of sandpaper—rang- 
ing from the coarse to the very fine. 


Sandpapering the wood brings out the 
beauty of the wood grain and makes it 
more appealing. 

“The driftwood gathered here in 
Florida has an added beauty because of 
the coral reefs and coral islands which 
do the job of twisting the wood into 
fantastic shapes,” says Berg. “Most of

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the wood I gather must be chopped from 
the coral, and the smaller pieces that I 
gather are usually broken off of larger 
pieces by the wind and the water.” 


Berg makes some of the driftwood 
lamps without bases, cutting them out 
in such a way as to form a natural base 
of driftwood. Some of the driftwood is 
cut into lamp forms so as to provide 
natural feet for the lamp to stand upon. 
Other lamp-forms are cut from the drift- 
wood so that the base part of the lamp 
is heavier than the top—preventing 
them from being tipped or knocked 
over. 


Some of the lamps are mounted on 
black walnut wood about four inches 
by four inches, as some customers pre- 
fer them mounted in such a way. Others 
are made with a base that is shaped and 
follows the form or pattern of the drift- 
wood lamp-stem. 

After the driftwood has been sanded, 
it is ready to be threaded and drilled so 
a cord may be inserted in the base. 
Sometimes it may be necessary to drill 
several times (at different angles) to 
get the cord through to the base. This 
is done with an electric powered 4- 
inch drill. After the cord is threaded 
through these drilled holes, the outer 
holes are filled with plastic wood. 

A piece of hollow, 14-inch lamp pipe 
with a threaded end about four to six 
inches long (it’s up to the individual) 
is run down into the drilled hole from 
the top. To the threaded end a lamp 
socket is fastened which holds the lamp 
bulb. 

Some electric lamp bulb sockets may 
be purchased which makes it unneces- 
sary to drill a hole through the entire 
stem of the lamp. The lamp cord is 
fixed to it in the bulb socket in such a 
way that it comes out at the top of the 
lamp—making it unnecessary for it to 
be pulled through the base of the lamp 
—thus eliminating a lot of excess drill- 
ing. 

After the lamp has been threaded 
with electric wiring and bulb socket, 
it is shellacked, waxed, and hand rubbed 
until every ridge of grain has a soft 
walnut-hued glow. 

“I ship my lamps to every state east 
of the Mississippi and to California, 
Minnesota, Texas, Arkansas, and Kan- 
sas,” says Berg. “They range in price 
from $16 for a twenty-six inch lamp 
with a black base, to $18 and $21.50 
respectively for thirty and_ thirty-six 
inch lamps with black or natural drift- 
wood bases. The floor lamps measuring 
sixty inches high with black base or 
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natural driftwood bases sell for $67.50 
each. All these prices are wholesale. 


— AFTER Berg opened his 
driftwood shop, he procured a list 
of manufacturers’ agents who were rep- 
resenting lamp makers. Such lists can 
often be obtained from your local 
Chamber of Commerce. Also agents for 
lamp makers advertise in trade maga- 
zines dealing with lamps. Such maga- 
zines are on file in most public libraries. 

“I thought if I could find some repre- 
sentatives to take a few of my lamps 
around and get orders for me on a per- 
centage basis, it would be a good deal 
for me,” says Berg. “After going over 
the names of a number of them, I picked 
out one from Philadelphia to do my sell- 
ing. | was greatly thrilled when I re- 
ceived from one store an order for 
twelve lamps which netted me $227. 
This store happened to be one of the 
finest stores in Philadelphia, so to be 
represented in their furniture lines made 
me very happy. 

“I now have representatives carrying 
my lines in Cleveland, Ohio, Lansing, 
Michigan, and in Chicago where my 
lamps are on display at the Merchandise 
Mart.” 

At first the lamps were produced and 
sold without shades, but in response to 
buyer demands Berg began making them 
available with ready-made shades pur- 
chased from a manufacturer. The shades 
are available in a handmade burlap ma- 
terial and a basket weave material, both 
of assorted colors. They range in price 
from $3.25 to $6.50—according to the 
size of the shade. 

Tourists visiting the state of Florida 
like to take home a souvenir of that 
state and often Berg’s lamps are chosen 
as a remembrance. Driftwood is typical 
of Florida and the coasts upon which it 
is washed. 


(a4 AKING THE lamps and filling the 

orders soon became too much 
for me to handle alone, so I had to 
employ another fellow,” says Berg. “He 
was familiar with power tools and had 
a love for driftwood, too, so he proved 
a big help to me. At first he worked 
only at drilling and fitting pieces, but 
he gradually developed a feel for select- 
ing and cutting from the raw stock, 
which has helped me out a lot.” 

After the first month’s operation of 
the lamp shop, orders started coming 
in from department stores such as Straw- 
bridge & Clothier, Philadelphia; Hess 
Brothers, Allentown, Pennsylvania; 
Michigan Furniture, Lansing, Michigan, 
and other smaller stores. 
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“I have a driftwood lamp twenty 
inches tall, complete with shade which 
I sell to clubs, societies and other 
groups to sell and make extra money 
for their clubs,” says Berg. “I sell these 
lamps for $8.95 and they resell them 
for twice that amount. With each 
order I give the club six small pieces of 
driftwood (sanded) for decorative uses. 

“Turning out and creating many 
dozens of driftwood lamps a week re- 
quires lots of driftwood. Therefore, I 
have to search the keys by boat in order 
to find enough driftwood to create the 
lamps. 

“One of the pieces in my shop looks 
like a seahorse out of some land of 
fantasy. But whatever the size, shape or 
form of the driftwood lamp, it’s bound 
to fascinate and amaze the customers 
that come into my shop. Tourists are 
constantly dropping in to look around 
and examine the lamps. Many who have 


taken lamps back to the northern states 
have written me that they were an item 
of envy among their neighbors. Others 
have sent me orders for them at Christ- 
mas time and other occasions when a 
driftwood lamp makes an appropriate 
gift.” 

Berg is happiest when he is in the 
workshop looking over driftwood shapes 
and selecting those which he thinks will 
produce the most interesting form for 
a lamp. It takes him about four hours 
of labor to make a thirty-inch lamp, 
after the wood has been selected and 
cut. 

“I always enjoy getting letters about 
my lamps, when I sell them to customers 
in other states,” says Berg. “One woman 
from St. Louis wrote me that her lamp 
was the conversation piece of her home 
when she had a party or when friends 
dropped in to visit. Another lady wrote

Her former husband’s first words 
caught Loni off guard and set her 
wondering. 

“Why,” he said, “didn’t you ever wear 
anything like that?” 

Knowing that he was referring to 
the silk robe, Loni glanced down at her 
cotton pajamas, and well-laundered, but 
hardly new, plain cotton robe, and then 
and there made a vow.

as most girls did in grandmother's day 
—Loni feels that this is one hobby field 
which is not overcrowded, and there is 
an excellent chance for the girl who has 
the ingenuity and patience for this work. 
Vacation time is an excellent time for 


the small town girl to start out on a 
hobby of this sort. In a couple of weeks, 
with consistent work, she can complete 
at least one display set; a housewife can 
do this work while listening to her 
radio. Having completed several gar- 
ments, arrangements might be made 
with one of the stores in a non-com- 
peting field to display them in one 
corner of a store window. Or, the girl 
may pack and carry them to the homes 
of friends and display them there; and, 
of course, they can always be displayed 
in one’s own home. Arrangements might 
be made with several girls to call at the 
same time for the showing. 

In the large cities, opportunities are 
many. Vacation trips, showers, the 
planning of going-away-to-college ward- 
robes, the bride’s trousseau, all offer 
possibilities. Rare is the girl who can 
turn down the chance to include at least 
one of these frilly, frothy garments in 
her wardrobe. 
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Loni says the girl who is just starting 
out will find the search for the right 
materials and trimming at a price she 
can afford to pay something of a trea- 
sure hunt. Her advice is, “Haunt all the 
sales. You can never tell where you 
might run across a bit of fine imported 
lace, too small to return to stock, which 
the storekeeper will part with for a song; 
or a few skeins of embroidery silk, or 
a small remnant of fine material for a 
few pennies. 

“The secret is to locate the finest ma- 
terials you can buy and, at the same time, 
keep your costs low. This will keep you 
on a continual shopping spree, but it 
is worth it. When I first started out, I 
ran across a small remnant of lace with 
two heavily embroidered flowers on it. 
I carefully cut around the flowers, ap- 
pliqued them on each side of a soft 
negligee, near the shoulder, outlined the 
petals in tiny seed pearls and, for a 
comparatively small amount, produced 
a very elegant negligee which would 
have cost a small fortune in an exclusive 
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specialty shop. Of course all the work 
was done by hand. That is what makes 
my lingerie so special—that, and the 
fact that I always try to personalize the 
garment, with a monogram, a name out- 
lined in a running or chain stitch in 
contrasting color, etc.” 

Loni also says that substitutions are 
easy. If you find that fine imported lace 
is too expensive for the bottom of a 
petticoat, for instance, you can pleat a 
narrow piece of the material, use it for a 
ruffle, and run a chain stitch or out- 
line stitch of pastel color along the top 
and bottom of the ruffle. Above that, 
on the petticoat, using the same thread, 
with a matching stitch outline the girl’s 
name, or even a favorite motto; or, per- 
haps, the customer’s favorite flower. 
These are the personal touches which 
make the garment “different.” 

On the pocket, or across the front of 
a softly tailored bed jacket, or lounging 
jacket, the name of the girl’s college (in- 
cluding even the year) can be outlined. 

On trousseau garments, the girl's first

mame may be outlined in silk thread. 
Should it be a short name it could be 
spelled out in the girl’s own hand- 
writing, in very narrow fine lace and 
put on with tiny stitches. 

Large bows of narrow lace splashed 
diagonally across one side of a petticoat, 
and caught in the center with a tiny 
silk (or even sheer cotton) rosebud, and 
a couple of very small leaves quickly 
fashioned from a narrow piece of pale 
green silk ribbon are also very effective. 

Brassieres are a little tricky to make, 
but a worn, well-fitting bra can be 


‘carefully ripped apart and used as a 


pattern. Parts of a fine old silk blouse, 
white, cream, or soft pink or blue or 
even a nylon blouse which has seen 
better days, may be used as a foundation 
for the bra, and this may be covered 
with all-over lace—a very small remnant 
will do for this. When the bra is fin- 
ished, it may be trimmed with small 
rosebuds and little ribbon bows, or 
edged with narrow lace, or even deco- 
rated with an outline of the girl's first 
name. The bras may be made in color; 
Loni finds that black lace with tiny 
pink rosebuds, sells very well, indeed. 


A LL GARMENTS should be exception- 
ally well finished. Loni stresses this 
point particularly, and says all her gar- 


ments are French-seamed; that is, the 
seam is finished off on the inside of 
the garment so that no raw edges of 
material are exposed. This, says Loni, 
will make the garment last much longer, 
and it will never pull out of shape 

Baby-sitters will find lingerie making 
an excellent way of killing two birds 
with one stone. In addition to being 
paid for baby-sitting, after they have put 
the babies to bed, they can take out their 
material and sew a fine seam or two. 
Loni finds this work almost as soothing 
as crocheting, and she says she has done 
considerable crocheting. In fact, when 
she first started on this hobby, and could 
not find the narrow fine lace she needed, 
for the price she could afford to pay, 
she simply crocheted enough of it for 
her purpose. However, now that her 
business has zoomed to such propor- 
tions, she can no longer afford the time 
to do this. 

Should your business develop to the 
point that it will be impossible to make 
the garments by hand, don’t resort to 
the machine, Loni warns. Instead, look 
around for one or two older persons 
who like to do fine hand-sewing and 
make arrangements with them to do all 
the seaming. This will leave you free to

AQUARIUM INFORMATION 


NEWLY revised leaflet, Care of Trop- 
ical Aquarium Fishes, has been 
issued by the Fish and Wildlife Service 
in order to be of help to the 10,000,000 
Americans who make their hobby the 
maintenance of a home aquarium. Four 
basic essentials in successfully caring for 
an aquarium are having suitable water, 
sufficient oxygen, correct temperature, 
and correct feeding. All of these points 
are covered in the sixteen-page free leaf- 
let, numbered FL-411. For instance, did 
you know that ordinary city faucet water, 
artesian well water, swamp water, and 
fresh rain water are all injurious to 
aquarium fish? Or, did you know that 
the average aquarium fish seldom lives 
for more than two years, thus making 
it advisable to purchase only young fish 
instead of the more attractive adult fish? 
These, and other general facts and 
rules are given in the leaflet, as well as 
a listing and description of some of the 
better known and more popular fish. 
In addition, brief pointers for maintain- 
ing a salt water aquarium, and a short 
bibliography are given. Address: Fish 
and Wildlife Service, Department of the 
Interior, Washington 25, D. C. 
Incidentally, an interesting piece of 
literature on the subject of marine speci- 
mens has just been donated to the Li- 
brary of Congress. It is entitled, “Ascid- 
ians of Sagami Bay Collected by His 
Majesty the Emperor of Japan.” The 
eighty-one specimens described in the 
book were collected by the Emperor, a 
marine biologist, between 1928 and 
1952. Of these, twenty-one are new to 
science, nine are new to Japanese fauna, 
and sixteen are new to the fauna of 
Sagami Bay. The text, in both Japanese 
and English, is augmented by seventy- 
nine fine plates. 


INDIAN MUSIC ON RECORD 


HREE NEW record albums are now 
available for purchase from the Li- 
brary of Congress's recording laboratory. 
They consist of long-playing records of 
American Indian music of tribes from 
Arizona, Washington, Wisconsin, and 
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North Dakota. Specifically, the tribes 
represented are the Papago, Nootka, 
Quileute, Menominee, Mandan, and Hi- 
datsa. Each album is one disk, which 
contains about thirty very rare songs on 
such subjects as war, hunting, dreams, 
medicine men, social life, etc. Accom- 
panying descriptive pamphlets explain 
the historical background of the songs, 
as well as the English translations. The 
music was originally recorded in the 
field by Dr. Frances Densmore of Red 
Wing, Minnesota, who is an authority 
on the preservation and study of Ameri- 
can Indian music. She also edited the 
descriptive pamphlets. Naturally, the 
fidelity of the recordings is not as high 
as studio-recorded music, but is excellent 
considering the circumstances under 
which the disks were made. 

These three new albums ( which, inci- 
dentally, were selected from 2,500 cylin- 
ders of recorded American Indian music 
collected by Dr. Densmore) make a total 
of thirty-three albums of recorded folk 
music available for sale, seven of which 
are Indian songs. All LP’s sell for $4.50 
each, plus federal tax and cost of mailing. 
If you wish to have a catalog listing the 
albums and prices, send ten cents to the 
Recording Laboratory, Library of Con- 
gress, Washington 25, D. C.

MODELS RECORD HISTORY 


— OF model planes, trains, 
ships, etc. can name any number of 
benefits resulting from their hobby. Not 


the least of these is the value gained by 
the preservation of historical facts. For 
instance, the National Air Museum now 
possesses a model of the first airplane 
to make a flight over the Andes Moun- 
tains. It was a Bristol monoplane of Brit- 
ish design. The original plane was flown 
over the Andes on December 12, 1918, 
by Captain Robert Codoy of the Chilean 
Air Force. The take-off was from Santi- 
ago, Chile, over an 18.000 foot peak, 
with the plane landing at Mendoza, Ar- 
gentina. Only ninety miles air distance 
was covered, the whole flight taking one 
hour and thirty-five minutes. Presenta- 
tion of the model plane to the air mu- 
seum was made by Col. Henrique Florez 
of the Chilean Air Force. 

Incidentally, over $30,000,000 is spent 
annually by American model airplane 
enthusiasts for supplies and equipment. 
With jets and rockets featured in some 
models, the speed record has reached 
about 160 miles per hour. 


PROMISING NEW 
STRAWBERRY 

LANT BREEDERS of the Bureau of 

Plant Industry in the United States 
Department of Agriculture have come 
up with what they term a “highly prom- 
ising” new variety of strawberry. Named 
Pocahontas, it is a mid-season berry. One 
advantage is that it can be planted in 
late fall and still give a crop of berries 
the following spring. By fall planting, 
weeding is eliminated for the first year 
between planting time and harvesting 
time. Other assets of the Pocahontas are 
that it bears heavily, has large and vigor- 
ous plants, and the berries are larger in 
size than the popular Blakemore variety. 

Work on the Pocahontas was started 
in 1946 by Dr. George M. Darrow and 
Dr. Donald Scott of the Bureau of Plant 
Industry, in cooperation with the Vir- 
ginia Truck Experiment Station. It was 
obtained by crossing the Tennessee Ship- 
per and the Midland varieties. Some 
2,000 plants were grown from this cross. 
Then 100 of the best were chosen from 
this lot, and finally the best were picked 
from the latter lot. 

Names of commercial nurseries sell- 
ing the Pocahontas may be obtained 
from the Information Division of the 
Plant Industry Station at Beltsville, 
Maryland. This variety is thus far pri- 
marily suited to the Virginia area, where 
it was originally developed. 

Did you know that, according to 
authoritative estimates, gardening is 
America’s leading hobby? Approximate- 
ly 30,000,000 persons are active in this 
leisure pastime. 
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A “patient nibbling away” is how John Bulger describes the 
carving technique he uses to turn peach pits into 
charming little figures like those his 


great uncle once made. 
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M* HOBBY of whittling peach pits is 
a good old rural pastime that is 
rapidly becoming a lost art. The trick 
of whittling them was taught to me by 
my father’s old uncle, Julius Hubert, who 
loved carving the peach stones as much 
as he loved the South Jersey farmlands 
that produces them so abundantly. 
The old gentleman when whittling 
one of his masterpieces would lean back 
in his chair, feet up on the old porch 
rail, and with his magic pocket knife 
change a peach pit into a beautiful lit- 
tle charm. Invariably this little treasure 
would be given to one of the many 
neighborhood children who would gath- 
er around him on these occasions. The 
sheer delight in the eyes of a child, when

presented with one of these treasures, 
was Uncle Julius’s only reward. 

As a child I was always present at 
these carving sessions; with my own 
knife and peach pit I tried to imitate 
the motions of the old gentleman's nim- 
ble fingers and constantly plied him 
with questions which he was always 
pleased to answer. It was in this way 
that I learned the art of peach pit sculp- 
ture which today, some twenty years 
later, is providing me with a wonderful 
means of diversion and relaxation, as 
well as a lucrative avocation. 

The finest materials for this craft are 
free and always easily available and a 
complete tool kit can be carried in the 
vest pocket because the basic tool is 
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a good pen knife and a pocket hone. I 
operate a service station on a busy high- 
way near my home in Keyport, New 
Jersey, and this sort of simplicity ap- 
peals to me and makes it possible for 
me to carry on my hobby whenever a 
few spare minutes are available or I find 
myself in need of some honest to good- 
ness relaxation. 

The products of my craft are mar- 
keted through the service station. Sur- 
prisingly enough, I find my biggest 
market in the city folk who have come 
down to buy peaches from the many 
farms along the highway, and who are 
always captivated by the small display 
I keep in the show room window. I 
always find pricing my product diffi-

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cult and parting with particular pieces 
even more so. 

There seems to be something in the 
process of creating a carving that gives 
each piece an individuality all its own 
and causes no little difficulty when the 
time comes to part with it. However, I 
have found that passing my work on to 
those who appreciate it is my greatest 
stimulant for future creative work. 


_ STONES, as they are some- 
times called, are not stonelike but 
rather like very hard wood. They can- 
not be hurried but must be cut in small 
chips as they are quite brittle. 

Before starting to work I scrub them 
clean and dry them for five or six weeks 
in a cool and shady, but well ventilated, 
place to prevent cracking. After this is 
done I carefully examine the pits or 
stones, keeping in mind what I wish to 
express and then I select one having 
surface forms or convolutions that will 
contribute to the features of my fin- 
ished piece. 

Frequently the natural form of the 
pit will stimulate my imagination and 
suggest some idea for carving. In either 
event it is well to have the picture 
clearly in mind before the actual carv- 
ing begins and frequently I find a rough 
sketch helpful. Aside from a properly 
sharpened pen knife and a supply of 
clean well dried pits I have found the 
most important asset to be a lively imag- 
ination. 

The first step in the actual work is 
to start cutting the profile of your piece. 
Often this work can be hastened by 
the use of the coping saw to cut away 
or block out large sections. In planning 
a particular carving it is well to know 
something about the structure of the pit 
itself and a few cross section saw cuts 
will reveal all you need to know about 
them. 

This is particularly true in carving spe- 
cial animal forms such as the monkey or 
squirrel. The stem or butt end of the 
pit is the thickest and all deep carving, 
such as the monkey’s head, is done on 
this end. One edge of the pit is thinner 
and therefore weaker than the opposite 
edge. This edge may be easily identified 
by the rather rough rib running along it. 

It is important to be able to identify 
this edge as it is used to form the tail 
of the squirrel and the Indian head- 
dress, because its rough appearance sug- 
gests these forms. The opposite edge is 
used to advantage to form the legs of 
four-legged animals, as its greater thick- 
ness allows for deeper carving and there- 
fore longer legs. 
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The butt ends of the pits are used as 
the base for all cups, baskets, vases, 
pitchers, etc. Saucers are made from one 
side of a very large and flat pit which 
has been carefully split in two. 


Ga" CARE must be used in carv- 
ing peach pits because they are 
very hard and also quite small, which 
means that many times certain cuts must 
be made against yourself. However, this 
danger is minimized by keeping a 
pocket hone handy and using a keen 
blade at all times. 

The proper cutting stroke for peach 
stone carving is not the long slicing cut 
so commonly used in whittling but is 
more of a short, limited, chipping mo- 
tion, a sort of patient nibbling away 
until the desired form is obtained. 

In carving a piece I always rough it 
out first by carving only the large bold 
forms and then go back over each part 
carefully, working in the details which 
give life to the finished piece. 

There are certain little tricks to carv- 
ing “each particular piece. However, 
nothing will help more than just un- 
derstanding the structure of the pit and 
cutting accordingly. 

Always keep in mind that peach pits 
are not solid but are hollow because of the 
soft seed inside; therefore, the depth of 
cut is always limited. However in forming 
such items as the cups, vases, baskets, 
etc., this is a definite advantage because

the piece is naturally hollow and re- 
quires no inside carving. One of the 
most difficult pieces is the little butter 
dish with its rabbeted cover. The pit 
must first be cut in half longitudinally 
(not split) with a coping saw; then 
a fine line is scratched around the cen- 
ter of the edge on each section. This 
line equally divides the thickness of 
the pit wall and acts as a guide in chip- 
ping out the rabbet. The top is cut

away on the outside and the bottom 
on the inside, thus providing mating 
ridges to hold the top in place just as 
is done on a pot cover or a sugar bowl 
cover 

Finished pieces are lightly sanded in 
the carved portions only, with 00 sand- 
paper, and then given two coats of a 
high gloss varnish. The results are truly 
charming and are limited only by the 
carver’s imagination and ingenuity. 

These carvings actually improve with 
age. Aging, of course, will not make a 
masterpiece of a poorly executed carv- 
ing, but the beautiful coloring effect 
created by aging will greatly enhance 
the beauty of any peach pit carving. 


M*** OF the pits I carve are turned 
into useful and novel pieces of 
jewelry, such as pins, earrings, tie clasps, 


just as is the case with fine china. 


charms, etc., simply by attaching suitable 
clips or clasps with acetate 
cement or by drilling a small hole and 
inserting a ring, such as the type used 
on watch charms. I have found pieces 
thus mounted to bring premium prices 
and have received $1 to a $1.50 for a 
basket similar to the one my daughter, 
Louise, is wearing in one of the accom- 


cellulose 


panying photographs and $2 for Indian 
head or monkey tie clasps. Squirrel 
charms with a ring set in the head are 
also very popular and command a pre- 
mium price due to the difficulty of 
forming the tail without breakage. How- 
ever, most of my pieces are sold un- 
mounted for 50 to 75 cents each. The 
special pieces also bring a better price 
and contribute to the beauty of my dis- 
play when they are specially packaged 
in small celluloid boxes. These boxes 


here have rabbeted covers which interlock and keep them tightly in place 


are similar to the ones used by florists 
for corsages and also by some perfume 
manufacturers to display their wares. 

I easily make them from small sheet 
celluloid squares by joining the edges 
with Scotch tape, but for the most part 
I prefer to sell my carving unpackaged 
and save my valuable and limited whit- 
tling time. 

Almost all of the pieces I can produce 
during the entire year are quickly sold 
during the early peach season. 

Possibly if I pushed my hobby a lit- 
tle more I could easily create a greater 
market and sell all I could produce at 
local gift shops. I don’t care to do this 
because then my profitable hobby would 
be a business and I would lose the fun 
of passing my work on directly to peo- 
ple who appreciate and enjoy collecting 
this type of novelty.

IM MARBLE of North Weymouth, 

Massachusetts, keeps parakeets in his 
basement for winter sales and bees in 
his back yard for summer profit. He 
hit upon that ideal combination hobby 
three years ago when he was twenty- 
four, and, since then, his birds and bees 
have made hundreds of dollars for him 
each year—in addition to his salary as 
an electrical engineer. 

Therein lies a secret Marble often 
passes on to his friends: “By combin- 
ing your hobbies,” he tells them, “you 
can make more money than by restrict- 
ing yourself to a single specialty.” 

Jim has had a beehive in his back 
yard ever since he was twelve, when he 
showed interest in a neighbor’s apiary, 
or bee colony, and was given a hive for 
his own. The combination idea came 
slowly, however, over the years. Marble’s 
first hive grew to two, then he added 
more. He could see the possibilities of 
bee expansion even in his teens, but 
the war stopped his bee-keeping for a 
time. He had to leave his bees in care 
of his father. 

Operating radar scanners in New- 
foundland and repairing communica- 
tions equipment along the Atlantic coast 
for the Navy gave Marble professional 
skills that were immediately rewarding 
when he was discharged from service. 
But, as soon as he could, Marble got 
married, taught his wife Millie how to 
raise bees, and set up his apiary again 
—in the back yard of a small home he 
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purchased. In a short time he began to 
sell honey on a small scale as a hobby. 


IM’S REAL hobby break came when he 

found the need for cross-pollina- 
tion: service in his area was acute in 
spring. 

All flowering plants require a pollina- 
tion, or fertilization, process to occur 
before the desired fruit or seed can 
develop. Bits of pollen, often seen in 
flowers as a yellow powder, must be 
physically moved from the stamen, or 
male blossom part, to the ovule of the 
same or another blossom for the process 
to be complete. Depending on the plant, 
the stamen and ovule may be included 
in a single blossom or in distinct sexed 
blooms. 

Where the blossom season is long 
and blooms remain fully open to the 
air, the required movement of pollen 
is provided naturally by the wind, a few 
insects, birds, or the force of gravity. 
On the other hand, if blossoms last only 
a few days or have complicated internal 
construction, some _ artificial cross- 
pollination process is desirable for maxi- 
mum production of fruit or seed. 

The shorter the blossom season and 
the more complicated the structure of 
the blossom, the more supplementary 
cross-pollination is needed. For example, 
one extreme case would be greenhouse 
cucumbers. In a greenhouse with no 
wind, insects, or birds, cross-pollination 
would probably not occur at all, and 
hives of bees in the greenhouse are a 
necessity. Experienced gardeners often 
cross-pollinate rare flowers by hand to 
assure production of wanted seed. In 
orchards, the introduction of large colo- 
nies during blossom season is equally 
helpful in assuririg a large fruit yield, 
particularly in northern climates. 

Marble now makes his bees yield a 
profit almost entirely through satisfying 
this need. 

“T'll pay you $10 a hive to bring your 
apiary to my farm for a week,” one fruit 
grower near Marble’s home told him 
three years ago. 

So one windless night early next blos- 
som season, Marble loaded five hives in 
the back of his 41 Chevrolet and moved 
them to the farm. When the week was 
over, he came home with a check for 
$50 in his pocket. 

“That money came so quickly,” Mar- 
ble says, “that I saw that instead of 
selling honey it would be much easier 
to rent hives to farmers in blossom 
season. I decided really to work hard 
when the profit was high and relax the 
rest of the year.” 

The total cost of 
one hive, bees, smoker, mask, and hive tool is about $22.

“supers,” spread out the bees, and find 
a place to keep all the bees he had. He 
finally rented two small plots of ground, 
in addition to his own back yard, on 
which to store his apiaries when he 
wasn't renting them. 

Getting more bee customers was the 
next step. Marble found the only way to 
obtain them was to visit farmers per- 
sonally. He asked the first farmer whose 
fruit blossoms he serviced to suggest 
several friends who might need bees. Be- 
cause he had provided good service on 
his first job, Marble found new names 
—and permission to use the first farmer 
as reference—were easy to get. Then 
Marble did leg work. 

Advertising does little good in locat- 
ing specialized cross-pollination custom- 
ers, who are not a mass market and who 
should also be near your home to reduce 
apiary moving costs. They can best be 
located through friends, your county 
agricultural agent, or local farmers’ or- 
ganizations such as the grange, coopera- 
tives, or regional trade associations. In- 
formation regarding the blossom time of 
regional crops is essential in selling your 
services, and some figures on the in- 
creases in production to be expected 
with the addition of bees are desirable. 

For example, if you live in New Eng- 
land you would discover that cranberry 
growers, in addition to other fruit grow- 
ers, might need your services. With a 
short blossom season and the introduc- 
tion of one hive for each thirty to fifty 
fruit trees in the orchard, you could 
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safely expect to increase fruit production 
ten to twenty per cent or more. Similar 
figures apply for cranberries with one 
or two hives per acre of bog. 

Possibilities of cross-pollination serv- 
ice sales vary so markedly throughout 
the country that no general crop or price 
advice can be given, Marble says. The 
only general rule: look for short blossom 
season crops with complicated blooms 
or other pollination problems, then de- 
cide how much your service would be 
worth to local farmers. 

Marble concentrates mainly on apple 
orchards and a few cranberry bogs in 
the Cape Cod area. He lines up his 
orders in the winter by presenting the 
advantages of bees to farmers personally 
when they have plenty of time to talk. 

When the critical blossom season 
comes, he rents a stake body truck and 
moves his hives in rapid succession from 
one farm location to another. 

Usually he can get in three or four 
moves during the season—at $10 a hive 
each move. When friends doubt that he 
can collect $2,000 in two weeks’ time 
from his rental sales, as the New Eng- 
land Homestead reported last fall, Mar- 
ble laughs. “All you have to do is multi- 
ply,” he says. “Fifty hives and four 
moves is enough to do it.” 


HIS PEAK success with bees, and the 
fact that Marble saves only enough 
honey now for his family table, a few 
friends, and display, meant that for a 
major portion of the year he had no 


other hobby to occupy his excess time 
until he brought home a parakeet as a 
pet for his little girl. 

Perhaps it was his children who made 
Marble realize the value of parakeets. 
He had heard of the popularity of para- 
keets in England, or the “bird fancy” 
as it’s called there, but he noticed too 
that American children had a fondness 
for parakeets which exceeded his expec- 
tations. His little girl delighted in hold- 
ing the original parakeet on her finger, 
and she laughed happily when the young 
bird tried to talk. Jim’s new son, less 
than a year old, smiled and tried to hold 
the small bird too. By Christmas-time, 
1950, he had talked to pet dealers, found 
a market, and knew that he had his 
other hobby: he would raise birds and 
sell them to children. 

Marble went out and got another bird 
that Christmas. He built a large mating 
cage for the parakeets in his basement 
and lined one wall of his cellar with 
smaller cages for breeding birds. He 
read volumes of bird lore, obtained the 
advice of veterinarians, and now applies 
the latest scientific methods to his mat- 
ing parakeets, such as feeding wheat 
germ oil and stybesterol with his bird 
seed water. Today Marble takes in about 
$1,000 a year on his parakeets, $750 of 
that at Christmas, by charging from $6 
to $12 each for his birds. 


ARBLE THINKS his greatest luck was 
that his two hobbies naturally fell 
together. One hobby, the bees, brought 
peak money for him in spring; the other, 
parakeets, brought profit for him at 
Christmas. It wasn’t long either before 
Marble discovered the combination hob- 
by he had chosen by chance was more 
valuable than birds or bees alone. 
“You know,” Marble says, “all of us 
like to talk about birds and bees. This 
combination hobby as a talking point 
has made more sales for me and brought 
more word-of-mouth advertising for my 
hobbies than anything I could have done 
to sell them one at a time.” 


When Marble rents beehives to farm- 
ers in the spring for cross-pollination, 
he asks if they have children, then prom- 
ises to bring them a parakeet at Christ- 
mas—for an additional fee. When he 
sells parakeets to families in the com- 
munity at Christmas, he asks if they 
have fruit trees or gardens to be cross- 
pollinated in the spring. If customers 
hesitate to buy, Marble throws in a few 
colorful facts on his bird and bee busi- 
ness—how parakeets can be made to 
talk, strange laws on their importation, 
why bees sometimes kill their queen, 
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how bees huddle together to keep warm 
—and usually clinches the sale. 

Both Jim and Millie Marble have 
become experts on the history of bird 
and beekeeping. Millie gets West Coast 
information from her father, a former 
professor of agriculture in California. 
Jim tours Boston pet shops and bee sup- 
ply houses regularly to keep up with 
New England prices and laws governing 
birds and bees. The Marbles’ all-year job 
is knowing what they’re doing. One of 
the ways to become good salesmen, they 
feel, is to have plenty of information 
on the tip of your tongue. 

“Two other advantages of the bird 
and bee combination, in addition to 
advertising appeal, make for success,” 
Marble will tell you. One is that the 
initial cost of starting up is low. One 
hive with bees and all tools for bee- 
keeping costs about $22; one pair of 
parakeets costs about the same. From 
then on, and this is the second point, 
expansion is a gift of nature. You will 
need a few hives, some bird seed at $1 
a year a pair, some homemade cages, 
and some time, of course. But it is breed- 
ing that truly takes care of this com- 
bination hobby expansion. 


1 fy YOU want to raise birds and bees, 

Millie and Jim agree, you should 
start out on a small scale (one pair of 
birds and two or three hives), and then 
let nature take its course. While you are 
getting experience in bird and bee care, 
go out and see what your local markets 
are. Building up sales of both hobbies 
will require leg work, talking to cus- 


tomers, and time for growth. There’s no 
way around that. 

For example, Marble thinks you may 
want to sell some of your honey at first, 
as he did occasionally to S. S. Pierce, the 
fancy grocer in Boston. That added in- 
come will help support your bees if you 
don’t get an offer for cross-pollination 
the first season. You may want to sell 
your first season’s parakeet production 
directly to pet shops rather than to indi- 
viduals. The profit is less, but the secur- 
ity of your income will be higher. 

Here are a few more details on bird 
and bee keeping that Marble thinks will 
help. 

You usually purchase beehives pre- 
milled and knocked down, then put them 
together with a hammer and a few nails. 
The honey comb frames require a sheet 
of hexagonal mesh upon which the bees 
construct their wax. These special sheets 
come with the hives, and are inserted in 
the comb frames when you put them 
together. 

The bees themselves come shipped in 
wire boxes which you place in the hives 
you have constructed. By opening a 
small door in the bees’ cage, you allow 
them to fill their new home. 

“The queen is interesting when you 
get her,” Marble points out, bringing in 
some of the information he gives his 
customers. “Like the royalty she is, she 
comes shipped separately in her own 
small wire cage, with a piece of sugar 
at one end which forms a door. You put 
this queen cage in the hive, and the 
worker bees eat the candy door away, 
letting the queen escape. By that initial 


act of working for her, they accept her 
as their leader.” 

When winter comes all you have to do 
is cover the hives with straw or tar- 
paper to keep out rain or snow. The 
bees will live all winter on the honey 
they have stored up in the last few days 
of fall. You never have to feed the bees, 
of course. There is enough vegetation, 
even in the city, to support a colony of 
bees. 

Occasionally during the summer and 
spring the hives should be inspected for 
excess queen bees and for removal of 
excess honey. At those times, and when 
you are moving the hives to rental loca- 
tions, you quiet the colony with your 
bee smoker, and wear a mask for facial 
protection. Marble seldom wears gloves 
in handling his bees. 

According to Marble, one book offers 
the best source of bee lore: “The A. B.C. 
& X. Y.Z. of Bee Culture,” available at 
$3.95 from A. I. Root, a bee supplier, 
at Medina, Ohio. 


— CARE of parakeets is just as easy. 
First, always buy the best unrelated 
birds you can find to start your flock 
As your original pair of parakeets begins 
to produce, you will want to swap some 
young with other parakeet owners, or 
with pet shops which are usually willing 
to exchange birds with you, since cross- 
breeding is required to prevent poorly 
formed offspring in your subsequent 
breeding. Although linebreeding, or 
breeding within family lines, is prac- 
ticed by experts to obtain rare and thus

NE DAY my 12-year-old son 
came home from school 
and asked me to make him a 
bag for his pencils and odds 
and ends to tie’on his desk at 
school.

HH“ TALBOT of Cheyenne, Wyoming, who raises chick- 

ens, collects the feathers and dyes them, using ordinary 
household dyes. Then Talbot paints pictures with those 
feathers! He uses a good, heavy artists’ board in dull black, 
sketches a bird in the center of it—usually a flamingo— 
and traces a few odd leaves, flowers and “sea water” at the 
base. Then he goes to work with the feathers, snipping, 
shaping, gluing, on the sketched form. Colors can be blended 
beautifully. The finishing touch is carried off with pastel 
textile paints and a fine brush—constructing the beak, eye, 
and legs, and painting in the foliage and ocean spray. The 
pictures are so realistic and the 
tones so exquisite that the pic- 
tures sell almost faster than 
he can take “commissions” for 
them. Average picture is seven 
by eleven inches and sells for 
$4.50, but he’s taken orders 
for bigger ones and has re- 
ceived up to $23 for one pic- 
ture.

But their family success story really 
started long before—back in the winter 
of 1946, in fact, when Allan was “fool- 
ing around with his hands” in his spare 
time, fashioning knickknacks out of cop- 
per over in his father’s auto body shop. 

This was something he took to quite 
naturally. It—“fooling around with his 
hands”—was a trait he had inherited 
from his father. The latter as a boy was 
apprenticed to a tinsmith back in his 
native village of Kivijarvi, Finland. All 
his life he had taken pride in the work 
of his hands. 

So did Allan. But this was the first 
time in years he could do anything 
about it.

So now he went to work with a will.

Then two things happened. For one, 
copper got very scarce and expensive.

But one day a woman came into 
the auto body shop and asked Allan to 
repair an old tin apple dish so she could 
redecorate it. A little later someone else 
came along with a tray she wanted 
fixed. Before long, when the supply of 
antiques ran out, the local women were 
wanting reproductions of the old apple 
dishes, candle scones, match safes and 
so forth. 


howe BEFORE he knew what was 
happening, all Allan’s leisure time 
had been diverted to “tin-whacking.” 
And Edna, bitten by the painting bug 
herself, had joined an evening class at 
the Fitchburg Art Center. 

Daytimes, however, they were still 
both punching timeclocks—Allan still 
at the Jennison Co. and Edna in the 
shipping room of a greeting card con- 
cern. And how they hated it! 

The first hint that this hobby, which 
they found so absorbing, might grow 
into a full-time occupation, came in 
1948 when Allan ventured to place a 
modest mail-order advertisement for 
two of the tinware items in a small 
regiona! magazine. 

The response amazed them. It didn’t 
come with a rush. But before they-were 


done they had over 100 inquiries, some 
from as far away as Alaska and Puerto 
Rico. In time these snowballed 
orders. 

To keep up with them and with the 
local demand, Edna gave up her job and 
willingly. She too began to learn “tin- 
whacking,” with Allan’s father as her 
teacher.

When did the rest of the family come 
into the picture? At the point in 1949 
when Allan was on the verge of a nerv- 
ous breakdown trying to keep up with 
the tinware in his spare time and still 
hold down his job in Fitchburg. Ac- 
tually, he says, it wasn’t the physical 
effort he minded so much as the end- 
less clerical details of bills and orders 
and correspondence, which was some- 
thing he knew nothing about. 

Up to then Hugo and Sigi had been 
living down near Boston, whete Hugo 
had an excellent position as an account- 
ant with a costume-jewelry firm. The 
only drawback was that both of them 
were fed up with life in the city—they 
kept talking about going back to the 
country to live. 

So it was Hugo who came up with 
the idea, one week-end when Sigi and 
he were visiting in Lunenburg. “Why 
go on messing around with this part- 
time stuff?” Allan. “What 
if we put it all together—your technical 
knowledge, my business experience, 
Edna’s painting—?” 

Sigi? A professional photographer, 
She had artistic ability, too—plus a 
somewhat sketchy knowledge of adver- 
tising.

spring of 1950 before taking any de- 
cisive action. Hugo in the meantime 
went to the library and got everything 
he could find on how to run a small 
business. 

Then that summer they took the big 
step: Hugo gave up his job in Arling- 
ton; Sigi and he came back to Lunen- 
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burg. The quartet legally incorporated as 
a family corporation under the name of 
Crafts Mfg. Co., Inc. And that August— 
for better or worse—they were in busi- 
ness. 

OR A factory they took over the 

auto body building from the boys’ 
father, who, at 75, said he was ready 


to retire. Once an old cider mill, it still 
had its original hand-hewn beams which 
Edna and Sigi felt gave it just the right 
atmosphere for a craft-type industry. 
Dipping into their collective savings 
for the price of lumber and wallboard 
—they did most of the work themselves 
—little by little they remodeled the old 
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building. As the first step, they par- 
titioned off space for an office and gift 
shop. Since all four had a horror of go- 
ing into debt, further improvements 
had to wait upon cash enough to make 
them. “That way we slept nights,” Sigi 
observes. 

So far as selling the tinware was con- 
cerned, Hugo—a great believer in ad- 
vertising—decided on the basis of 
Allan’s experience with the advertise- 
ment in the little regional magazine that 
their best bet was to concentrate on 
mail-order business, plus what the gift 
shop might bring in. 

Through trial and error, he found 
that the small specialized magazines 
whose circulation included a large pro- 
portion of people interested in hand- 
work were best for their purposes. 

However, sales got an unexpected 
but very welcome shot in the arm 
when a jobber or two saw their adver- 
tisements and came to them to place 
orders on a wholesale scale. 

They made their mistakes, of course, 
and the next two years held many dis- 
couraging Edna and Sigi 
would occasionally cast a wistful glance 
at their friends’ pretty new clothes and 
shiny new cars. But somehow they 
struggled along, putting whatever profit 
they made back into materials and ma- 
chinery and advertising.

HIS WAS the state of affairs in the 
spring of 1952 when Edna had her 
inspiration for the tray-pins. 

There was still one more hurdle to 
cross, even after that. While they were 
convinced from the response of cus- 
tomers in the gift shop that the tray- 
pins had great possibilities, they soon 
found it very time consuming to shape 
them by hand. 

The question then arose: should they 
put the money into dies? These would 
have to be cast. While Allan could do 
some of the preliminary work and so 
cut down the cost, the dies would still 
be several hundred dollars apiece. The 
three—for the Cut Corner, Williams- 
burg and Chippendale styles—would 
take almost every cent they had between 
them. 

Once more they went into a huddle. 
But they all agreed that in the pins they 
had something unique that might spell 
the difference between success or fail- 
ure for the business. So they decided to 
take the gamble. 

It paid off almost from the day the 
first batch of pins came from the dies. 
Orders by mail from their little adver- 
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tisements started pouring in. The job- 
bers couldn’t keep the pins in stock. In 
the weeks before Christmas they had 
half a dozen of their relatives and a 
good share of the neighborhood house- 
wives coming in to give them a hand.

of making and painting miniature trays. 

How do you do it? 

Here are her directions; first to make 
the trays, then to paint them: 

While Edna had sheets of tin on 
hand already, you can use tin cans in- 
stead. She found all she needed for tools 
were things that might be found in any 
home workshop. These included a pair 
of tin snips, a pair of regular scissors 
(not your best ones!) a block of soft 
wood about the size of a brick, a short 
length of square dowel (34 by % 
inch), a file, a pair of small pliers, a 
rectangular bread board, library paste, 
and paper. 

Surprisingly enough, although she 
first tried to cut the pins out with tin- 
snips, she found regular medium-sized 
scissors did a much better job, the tin 
being fairly lightweight. 

With your materials on hand, you 
would proceed like this: 

1. With a can opener, cut off the 
ends of a tin can, then cut it open along 
the seam with your tin snips. Flatten it 
carefully with the palm of your hand, 
sliding the can little by little over the 
bread board. 

2. With the regular 
a rectangle the approximate size of the 
pin. 

3. Draw the outline of the pin on 
paper. Paste on tin.

4. Cut out the pin with the scissors. 

5. Holding the pin with the right 
side toward you, file the edges with a 
back-and-forth motion of the file. 

6. Each of the three pins is shaped 
in a slightly different way. For the Wil- 
liamsburg (round pin) you curl the 
edge over the blade of your tin snips 
in this manner: Take the pin in your 
left hand back you 
Hold the snips in your right hand 
Catch the edge between the blades and 
bear The 
blades will roll off, curling the edge 
instead of cutting it. You repeat with

short strokes all around the edge. 

To shape the Chippendale pin, first 
put the square dowel on top of the pin 
perpendicular to the side you want to 
bend, with the end of the dowel about 
¥g inch in from the edge. Holding the 
dowel in place, put the edge on the 
block of wood. With the dowel held 
tight, pull the pin gently up from the 
block with your pliers until the curve 
is formed. On the longer sides, put the 
dowel first at one corner, then the other. 
Repeat on all four sides. Then curl the 
scallops of the edge over the blade of 
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the tin snips as you did on the Wil- 
liamsburg pin; and accent the curves 
of the scrolled edge by pinching with 
your pliers. 

To shape the Cut Corner pin, leave 
the pattern pasted on until you have 
snipped diagonal slashes from outer to 
inner corners of what will be the rim 
of the tray. Place the pin on the block, 
with one edge extending beyond the 
block to the width of the rim. Put the 
dowel on top of the pin, with the end 
of the dowel even with the edge of the 
block. With your pliers bend the edge 
of the pin up toward the dowel until it 
is at an oblique angle to the base. On 
the longer side you will have to put 
the dowel first in one corner, then the 
other. After you have bent up the four 
sides, take your pliers and bend up the 
wedge-shaped pieces to meet the sides. 
Pinch together where the sides and cor- 
ner pieces overlap. 

You are then ready to solder the 
catches on the backs of the pins. If 
you prefer, you may purchase the un- 
decorated tin pins from the Jamnbacks 
and limit your activity to decorating 
them. Those with a base coat of either 
black, antique red or green or off-white 
sell for three for $1. For the raw metal 
trays the price is four for $1. The com- 
pletely decorated trays are priced at 
$1.20 each. Matching earrings are fifty 
cents a pair, raw; sixty cents in solid 
colors, and $1.80 completely decorated. 
These prices are subject to change. 


OW YOU have your pins. How do 
you paint them? 

Of course, the prettiest of all is the 
one that seems hardest to do: the rose- 
pattern Chippendale. 

If you haven’t done much painting, 
you may despair of making a lifelike 
rose. But once you know the secret, it’s 
not hard at all. 

However, before you try a rose or 
even touch a brush to a pin, the first 
thing to do is practice the basic brush- 
strokes. The way Edna learned to do 
them was to practice on a piece of 
wrapping paper painted with flat black 
enamel. 

“Don’t give in to the temptation of 
just drawing with the point of your 
brush,” she warns. “If you do, your 
designs will look stiff and crude.” 

For painting materials, you will need 
small cans of flat black enamel and a 
good grade of slow-drying varnish; and 
small tubes of paint in the following 
colors: white, yellow ochre, burnt 
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Strawberry pattern for Wil- 
liamsburg tray. 


Strawberries 
English vermillion with loaded 
brush strokes on left side as indicated 
by dark brush strokes. Dots on berries 


are white. 


Leaves and Stems 
Country green same as in above. 
Squiggles - 

Chrome yellow medium mixed 
with a little raw umber. This pin 
can be edged with this same color. 








Rose pattern for Chippen- 
dale tray. 


Mix white and yellow ochre for the 
base color. Next add loaded burnt 
sienna brush strokes to form the cup 
and saucer as indicated by the dark 
strokes. Overtones are plain white. 
Stamens inside of roses are dots of 
chrome yellow medium mixed with 
a little umber. 

Leaves: 
Country green as above with thin 
yellow veins. 

Buds: 
White with alizarin crimson dots 
near stems. 

Stems and Squiggles: 
Chrome yellow medium mixed with 
a little raw umber. Edge of pin is 
this same color. 








sienna, chrome yellow medium, prussian 
blue, alizarin crimson and raw umber. 

The oil colors are mixed with the 
clear varnish until the paint is the 
consistency of thin cream. If it is too 
thick, it will ridge; if too thin, it will 
run and get fuzzy. 

When you are ready to paint, pour 
a little varnish from the can into a 
bottle top or doll-sized cup. For a palette 
you can use the glossy cover from a 
“slick” magazine. For brushes, you will 
need a No. 2 French quill (square- 
tipped) and a fine (No. 1 or No. 2) 
pointed sable. 

When you start, work on a comfort- 
ably large scale. As you grow profi- 
cient, you can reduce the size of your 
brush-strokes. 


There are four basic brush-strokes: 
“Polliwogs,” “S-strokes,” “loaded” brush- 
strokes and “curly-Q’s.” There is also a 
trick to striping—which brings it under 
this heading. 

1. To paint a “polliwog,” fill your 
French quill with color, wipe off the 
excess paint. Using your left hand as a 
lever, lightly press the flat side of the 
brush onto the paper, then bear down 
until the brush spreads to the width 
you want. Then, moving your whole 
hand (not your fingers), pull the brush 
toward you, releasing the pressure so 
the stroke trails off to a point. 

Practice curving these to the right, 
to the left, and making them straight. 
Combined, the three will make a “berry” 
or circle. 

2. The “S-stroke” is a variation of the 
polliwog. Point your brush by first 
making a polliwog. To make the “s,” 
touch the point lightly to the surface, 
bear down, then release, always pulling 
with your whole hand, not your fingers. 


3. “Loaded” brush-strokes give shad- 
ing and depth over a flat undercoat. 
That is, you use them for overtones on 
flowers, berries, etc. Fill your French 
quill with clear varnish. Holding your 
brush straight up-and-down, with the 
flat edge down, stroke it back and forth. 
“Sneak up” on your oil-color, until one 
side of your brush is loaded with color, 
while the other remains almost clear. 
This gives you a built-in shading. 

4. For “curly-Q’s,” you use your fine 
sable brush. Dip it in paint, remove 
excess and work it to a point. Using your 
left hand for a lever, hold the brush 
straight up-and-down and let it dangle 
so the point just touches the surface. 
Then, moving your wrist with a circular 
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motion, pull the brush lightly over the Steps in Painting a Tray-Pin 
paper. 
5. To make a nice even stripe or 
line, flatten out your French quill after 
you have filled it with paint. Use the 
narrow sharp edge so made. With your 
left hand as a lever, pull the brush along 
in the direction you want the stripes to

When you are through painting, al- 
ways clean your brushes well with tur- 
pentine, then dip them into lard oil or 
Vaseline before putting them away. 
This will keep them soft and flexible. 


HEN YOU have mastered your 

basic brush-strokes, you are ready 
to try painting a rose. Here again it is 
better to start “big” and work down to 
miniature size. 

The secret is to think of a rose as a 
cup and saucer: the saucer, the opened 
petals; the cup, those still closed; the 
inside of the cup is the heart of the rose. 

The shading, highlights and detail of 
a white rose, which we will use for an 
example, are built up over a basic coat 
of pale yellow. You should let the un- 
dercoat and overtones dry thoroughly 
in between. 

1. Mix a pale yellow (white-yellow 3. APPLY BASE (or under) coat. 4. OVERTONES: Shade “‘cup’’ and 
ochre-varnish). Paint a circle for the “saucer” of rose and dot the buds: 
“cup.” For the “saucer,” first paint two 
polliwogs along the left side of the 
circle, one along the right, curving your 
strokes into the base of the cup. Then, 
working up toward the base of the 
cup, curve in two small polliwogs from 
the right, one from the left. Let dry. 

2. Shade the heart of the rose and 
your French quill, cover the pin with at 
least two coats of clear varnish, letting 
it dry, in between. 

Varnishing is the final step. Using 
the cup with loaded brush-strokes of 
burnt sienna and varnish: one polliwog 
curving horizontally from right to left 5. HIGHLIGHT the petals of the 6. FILL IN details. 
in the upper part of the cup; a second roses. (In photo this appears in darks 
larger polliwog curving from right to oe 
left around the base of the cup. Let dry. 

3. Using your white paint quite 
thick, add highlights as follows: on the 
cup a little in from the edge paint one 
small polliwog down from the right 
and two larger ones staggered horizon- 
tally from right to left around the cup’s 
fullest part. On the saucer paint a polli- 
wog of white along the center of each 
petal. Curve three tiny polliwogs from 
left to right along the upper side of the 
“heart.” Dot the heart with yellow ochre 
for the stamens, as the finishing touch. 

Leaves and buds on your pin will be

AS A newcomer to Palm Springs, 
California, five years ago, I joined 
a woman’s club in which members 
took turns at supplying something for 
a snack during the get-togethers once 
a week. When it came to my turn, I 
took a tray of hors d'oeuvres. Everyone 
enjoyed them and one of the members 
suggested I make them for private 
parties since the hotels were much too 
busy to supply a service of this kind 
for outside parties. These get-togethers 
go on in every community. Since every- 
one does like to nibble on something 
while sipping a cool drink I decided to 
give the idea some thought. 

Not many days had passed when the 
telephone rang and I had my first un- 
expected order from the club member 
who had suggested I make these bits of 
goodness for others. I started with a 
circle of corrugated cardboard about 
sixteen inches in diameter, covered it 
with red cellophane and placed three 
lace paper doilies around the edge over- 
lapping each other. Next I mixed a 
cheese spread and piled it into a cup size 
plastic container, placed it in the center 
of my circular tray and topped it with 
a sprig of parsley. Around the base of 
the container I arranged heavy sprigs of 
parsley and then saltines overlapping 
each other around the parsley. I. use 
various cheese spreads but like this one 
best: 

Blue Cheese Spread 
6 oz. blue cheese 
1% oz. package cream cheese 
114 tablespoons cream style horseradish 
1 teaspoon paprika 
1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
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5 drops Tabasco sauce 
pinch salt 

4 tablespoons dry sherry 
Mash the blue cheese and blend with 
cream cheese. Add the horseradish and 
paprika, Worcestershire sauce, Tabasco 
and salt. Mix well. Gradually add the 
sherry, mixing well between each addi- 
tion. Chill before serving. 


— A supply of red and black 


caviar, both canned and smoked 
red salmon, tuna, anchovies, chopped 
olives, pickles and food coloring to add 
tO mayonnaise, some unusual designs 
for the thin slices of toast (triangles, 
squares, strips, rounds, half moons and 
oblongs were used to start) I am receiv- 
ing new and repeat orders constantly. 
To get started I watched the town 
papers for notices of meetings of 
women’s clubs I didn’t belong to or 
parties scheduled to take place, sent the 
hostess a letter stating I could supply 
hors d’oeuvres, a tray of fifty for $4, 
upon twenty-four hour notice. The re- 
sponse was overwhelming. They have 
not only paid well but I have enjoyed a 
satisfaction the artist knows, for each 
concoction changes with the imagina- 
tion. 

I keep my kitchen and workroom 
spotless. This is very important and 
results in a constant widening circle of 
customers. Eye appeal is just as impor- 
tant as tastiness so I use parsley lavishly. 
It’s cheap and holds up well. My basic 
recipes follow but ideas of your own 
may be added if you remember that 
hors d’oeuvres must be nippy and highly 
flavored. 

Caviar Ovals 

Cover one-half of a buttered toast oval 

with caviar, the other half with chopped 


stuffed olive. Squeeze a fluting of cream 
cheese around the outer edge. 
Tangy Liverwurst Canapes 

Mash liverwurst, blend to a smooth 
paste with mayonnaise or salad dressing. 
Season with prepared mustard, add 
minced onion and spread on triangle 
toast bits. Garnish with sweet pickle 
slices. 

Salmon Canapes 

Blend hard-cooked egg yolks, flaked 
salmon and mayonnaise to a smooth 
paste. Toast sliced bread squares on one 
side, spread mixture on untoasted side. 
Garnish with finely chopped parsley and 
hard-cooked egg white. 

Cookbooks are full of ideas you 
might like to try for a start. Later your 
imagination will lead you on. 

The heaviest part of the business 
comes on weekends. During the slow 
days I concentrate on new designs for 
these bite-size bits of goodness. 


Junior City Guide

HEN MY two youngsters, Jon and 

Karin Ahrens, had passed the tri- 
cycle years, they began to ask questions 
about their home city, Pittsburgh, Penn- 
sylvania. I was not a native Pittsburgher, 
so I didn’t know the answers. I went 
downtown one day to buy them a book 
on the subject, and my quest was futile. 
I visited book departments, book stores, 
and the big Carnegie Library, but no one 
had ever heard of a book about Pitts- 
burgh for children. 

I was surprised and annoyed. I came 
home and stormed angrily. It seemed 
impossible that during the 200 years 
that Pittsburgh had grown and flour- 
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ished, no one had published such a book. 
At the moment I thought Pittsburgh 
was unique in its failure. I have learned 
since that very few cities have such a 
publication for their youngsters. 

Probably nothing would have hap- 
pened if Jon and Karin hadn't stopped 
my blustering with, “Daddy, let’s write 
that book.” And eventually we did. 

I was busy on Saturday, their free day, 
and their mother was busy too with their 
younger brother and sister, so we ar- 
ranged with Mary Stewart, a girl from 
the nearby high school, to get the chil- 
dren acquainted with Pittsburgh. 

Every Saturday they visited a museum, 
a steel mill, a university, etc. Mary 
proved invaluable as a guide. She was 
daunted by nothing. As the children 
paid tribute to her in the book: “She 
took each of us by the hand and with 
head unbowed strode through Pitts- 
burgh’s one-way streets, traffic, mobs, 
strikers, fires, and floods .. . and always 
brought us home alive.” 


| pata EVENING after they returned 

from a trip, the three of us would 
meet in the den and try to get down on 
paper what they saw, thought, and felt 
about their city. I soon discovered that 
they loved their city as only children 
love, but they were candid as well as 
only children can be candid. This was 
where the work came in. 

An old proverb declares that a num- 
ber of heads are better than one, but 
surely not for coming to an agreement, 
especially when the owners of those 
heads are as opinionated as we three 
often seemed to be. So there was much 
argument and discussion before we were 
finally on speaking terms again. 

Our first copy was in prose, but the 
children didn’t like it. Karin said, “It’s 
as bad as reading the editorial page.” So 
we tried it in rhyme. They liked that 
much better. 

At first we decided to illustrate each 
unit with a photograph. In each picture 
of a church, steel mill, etc., Jon and 
Karin, in Boy and Girl Scout uniforms, 
would appear. None of us was satisfied 
with the results; the pictures seemed too 
posed. 

Then one day, when I was pinch hit- 
ting for Mary, we met Marty Wolfson, 
Pittsburgh’s television artist. Marty had 
been a member of my biology class years 
before. He liked the idea of a book about 
Pittsburgh for children. He agreed to 
make a drawing of each place we vis- 


ited, and he did. 


OON WE had enough rhymes and 
drawings for a book. Now for a pub- 
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It sits like a bubble on top of a hill, 
And when day begins to die, 

It pushes the stem of its bubble-pipe through 
And starts in to study the sky.

lishing house. An acquaintance of mine 
had just had a book of poems printed in 
Mexico; it was a nice job in every way 
and amazingly reasonable. I am editor 
of a house organ, and I had had work 
done as far from Pittsburgh as Texas 
and Michigan. We had good offers from 
both states. But the children and the 
artist agreed that since the book was 
about Pittsburgh, it should be 100 per 
cent Pittsburgh. So it was. 

We had to decide on the colors to be 
used, the size of the book, the binding, 
the number of pages, the number of 
books in the edition, and whether to 
copyright or not. Should a map of the 
city, keying the places of importance, 
be included inside the covers? 

After investigating a number of pub- 
lishers, we decided on a highly recom- 
mended firm that agreed to turn out 
5,000 books for $1,800. The typesetting 
was $175 extra. So each book cost us 
approximately forty cents each. We had 


“better offers,” but we never regretted 
choosing this firm; the officials were 
constantly helpful. We sell the book 
for $1. 

Copyrighting the book was an inter- 
esting experience. The Register of Copy- 
rights, Library of Congress, Washington, 
D. C., was both patient and helpful. In- 
cidentally, one must send $4 and two 
copies in order to get the copyright of 
your book. 

The book is done in black and orange; 
it is about nine inches square. It is bound 
with black plastic which gives the ad- 
vantage of the book’s opening flat. But 
the plastic will not withstand consider- 
able heat, and torn pages are difficult to 
rebind. I doubt that we should choose 
this binding again. 

For the price offered, we could in- 
clude forty pages; forty rhymes and forty 
illustrations. We start out atop Mt. 
Washington, take the “incline” down to 
the “Golden Triangle,” and on we go 
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FROM THE SATISFIED LOOK on Jon Ahren’s face it appears he’s just won an 
argument from his sister Karin about the spelling of a word. The two are at work on 
their guide book for youngsters, ‘‘Mostly About Pittsburgh.”

inna time before Christmas our 
book went on sale. We took copies 
of “Mostly About Pittsburgh” when we 
called on the buyers in bookstores, book 
divisions in department stores, gift shops 
(especially in hospitals), five and tens, 
and drug stores. Jon and Karin were 
invited to appear on a TV program to 
talk about their book, and an education 
journal asked them to write about their 
first book publishing adventure. Every- 
one was friendly toward the book, and 
it got into show windows, on shelves 
and counters all over town. One splendid 
Pittsburgher gave a copy to every pa- 
tient in the Children’s Hospital. The 
Board of Education got copies for the 
library of every. public school in town. 
Many schools beyond Pittsburgh ordered 
copies. The newspapers said nice things 
about it as did the Chamber of Com- 
merce magazine. 

At present Jon and Karin are working 
on a companion for “Mostly About 
Pittsburgh.” It will be the same size and 
shape and will be called “Mostly About 
Pittsburghers.” We hope the second 
book will have as friendly a reception as 
the first. 

We think every town and city should 
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have an illustrated book about itself for 
its small fry. At first I thought only 
Pittsburgh was peculiar in not having 
such a book, but from the letters Jon 
and Karin have received, very few towns 
have them. They should. I have no sta- 
tistics, but the town that has the love 
and admiration of its children will have 
little vandalism while these youths are 
growing up. A book like this can foster 
a civic love that might develop into civic 
responsibility. 


Portraits on Wood 
John T. Boyd 


M*: MARY R. SWEET, an 85-year-old 
Portland, Maine, resident, has 
brushed boredom and dull inactivity 
out of her life, while providing a 
measure of self-support by means of a 
natural talent for art, and the happy 
choice of creating personalized, hand- 
painted portraits of people, pets and 
places on woodenware. 

The elderly woman belies her ad- 
vanced years, both in appearance and 
alert manner. Actually, she doesn’t look 
a day past 50. And she doesn’t act it, 
either! 

Mrs. Sweet, who has been dabbling 
in paints ever since she was old enough 


to hold a paint brush, sometimes finds 
it difficult to determine where her hobby 
ends and her commercialized art begins. 

“I combine the two frequently,” she 
says. “Sometimes a friend will ask me 
to paint the likeness of her daughter on 
a wood tray. That’s when I call it my 
hobby, because I wouldn’t think of 
charging for something like that. But 
when I’m painting a regular order, that’s 
another story.” 


M* SWEET offers this explanation 
of how she creates the artistically 
authentic wooden art objects: 

“I always use a surface that has been 
carefully sandpapered and is free of any 
varnish, shellac, or other coating. 

“I use ordinary tempera watercolor 
paints, first outlining my picture very 
lightly on the surface with a pencil. 
Of course, scaling the enlarged version 
on the wooden tray or bowl must be 
done accurately. For this I use an old 
pair of enlarging instruments. 

“Once I have the picture outlined in 
pencil, then I proceed to paint, just as 
one would on paper or canvas. The one 
big difference is that the wood absorbs 
paint quickly. It takes experience to 
determine just how thick to mix the 
paint, for if you have to go over and 
over the same area, the final effect is 
not too pleasing if the paint is too 
thick. 

“When the paint has dried, a coat of

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shellac is added to the surface. Care 
must be taken to make sure that ‘aprons, 
or thick spots, do not form on the 
surface. Quick, light strokes of the 
brush prevent this from occurring. 

“After the shellac has dried, the sur- 
face is sandpapered with the finest grade 
of sandpaper, then shellacked again. 
When this coat has dried a final coat 
of varnish is applied.” 

Mrs. Sweet points out that wooden- 
ware so treated will last indefinitely, 


without the colors fading. 
NM RS. SWEET has done portraits of 
many people, including Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith of Maine, all in 
natural colors. For her models she only 
requires a black and white photograph 
with the color of eyes, hair, etc., noted 
on the reverse side as a guide. Of 
course, if she can work from a colored 
photograph, so much the better. 
Portraits of people make ideal gifts 
for birthdays, Christmas or anniversaries, 
Mrs. Sweet points out. If painted on 
trays measuring fourteen, or 
sixteen inches in diameter, they have a 


twelve, 


utilitarian value as serving trays. But 
many are simply mounted on wall 
brackets or plate rails. 

“One of my favorite subjects is dogs, 
any breed,” Mrs. Sweet says with a 
smile. “I have many customers who want 
a permanent likeness of a pet dog. And 
once I have painted it, the owner will 
have something as a reminder long after 
the dog has passed on. Pet cats are also 
great favorites.” 

Other Mrs. 
Sweet’s customers include various fruits, 
flowers, outdoor scenes, animals 
and birds. She even got a large order 
once from a prominent Portland restau- 
rant owner who specializes in serving 
steer beef. She decorated his plates with 
the head of a thoroughbred Hereford 
steer. The plates were later sold as 
souvenirs to clients of his establishment. 

Mrs. Sweet has also painted summer 
theatres, lighthouses, and many other 
objects. She 
among her delighted customers, too.

M** OF the sales of Mrs. Sweet’s 
unusual handicraft come to her by 
word-of-mouth advertising from satisfied 
customers. The bulk of her output, how- 


ever, is marketed to gift shops, novelty 
stores and department stores through a 
salesman, working on a commission 
basis. She has also been represented by 
a manufacturer's agency, which bought 
her complete output. .-

Mrs. Sweet buys her woodenware 
wholesale from a large firm in New 
Hampshire that specializes in producing 
wooden plates, ranging in size from nine 
inches in diameter to sixteen inches. The 
plates and trays are six-ply plywood, 
faced with birch wood. the 
articles depend on size and quantity 
ordered. 

What does Mrs. Sweet charge for her

artistry? That’s a hard question to an- 
swer. A great deal depends on the 
subject to be painted. As examples, 
however, a cluster of grapes painted on 
a nine-inch plate would retail for about 
$1 while a portrait of a person, done 
on a sixteen-inch tray will sell for $15 
or $20. 

To the beginner who wants to try his 
hand at the hobby that has grown into 
a full-time, seven-day-a-week occupa- 
tion for the elderly artist, Mrs. Sweet 
says: 

“Anyone who likes to paint or draw, 
and has the necessary patience, will I 
am sure, find keen enjoyment in this 
form of art. And, as I have proved, the 
articles have great appeal and are sale- 
able. Personalized dif- 
ferent.”

OU WOULDN'T think that an interest 
in a single plant would produce a 
hobby, health, and financial independ- 
ence, would you? Yet such is the experi- 


ence of Harry G. Nelson, a former high 
school teacher of wood shop, and his 
wife Esther. 

In 1936 the Nelsons had a new home 
in Lompoc, California, where they were 
teaching. When they planted a fuchsia 
in their garden they never suspected the 
influence it was to have on their future. 
Friends admired the colorful blossoms 
and indicated a desire for similar plants, 
so Nelson obligingly started some cut- 
tings to give away. An interest in the 
cuttings started him collecting different 
varieties of fuchsias. He didn’t try cross- 
ing plants until 1941, and then they 
didn’t meet his expectations. The fol- 
lowing year he tried again and his 
crossed plants seemed a little better. 

In 1946 Nelson had to give up his 
teaching because of illness and they 
moved to a pretty little town on the 
California coast, Shell Beach. Their new 
home was a house on four small city 
lots, altogether about half an acre. By 
this time they had accumulated thirty 
varieties of fuchsias and had three 
crossed plants of their own, all of which 
they took along with them. The first 
year of his forced retirement Nelson 
mostly puttered around cleaning up his 
new property. On it stood an old pigeon 
coop which he converted to a lath house, 
sixteen by twenty feet. 


HE NEXT year Nelson had about 
thirty-seven varieties, and because of 

the interest of friends and neighbors he 
sold some 200 plants, which grossed

RANCIS TINNEY MORAN of Arling- 
ton, Virginia, has found a hobby in 
nature which is bringing her dividends 
in dollars and satisfactions. Mrs. Moran, 
who has never had formal art training,

makes what she calls, “appliscapes.” 
These are “paintings” made with bits of 
natural materials which the artist gathers 
during her trips to the Western moun- 
tains or on hikes in the woods in her

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own back yard. Pieces of bark, leaves, 
blades of grass, flower petals, mosses— 
all are good material for her handicraft. 


It began three years ago when Mrs. 
Moran was recuperating from a virus in- 
fection and was advised to spend some 
time in the warmer and drier climate of 
the West. Always inspired by the beauty 
of nature, she was particularly thrilled 
by the breath-taking grandeur of the 
mountains and canyons which she saw 
on the trip. So that she might have some 
remembrance of these colorful scenes, 
she began collecting the petals, mosses, 
barks, twigs and other materials of na- 
ture which she found on the trails. 


Placing these items on a table in her 
cabin she was amazed to see them fall 
into a pattern which was pleasing to the 
eye. “Why not use these bits of nature 
to ‘paint’ realistic scenes?” she thought to 
herself. This was the beginning of her 
unusual hobby from which she now is 
making $25 per month and eventually 
hopes to realize $200 to $500 per 
month. 


RS. MORAN usually portrays sea- 

scapes and landscapes, but she oc- 
casionally will be inspired to do a 
church, an old mill, a rustic cabin or some 
other interesting structure. 


The artist works on a card table next 
to the window, affording her plenty of 
light. In one corner of the room she 
keeps a large supply of dried natural 
materials which she may use in her ap- 
pliscapes. Mrs. Moran occasionally will 
dry curly leaves under a sheet of glass, 
but most of the time she lets her leaves 
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and petals dry without any assistance. 
She feels that they will retain their color 
better if they are not pressed. 


The appliscapes are alive with varie- 
ties and contrasts of color which are 
found in nature. “All one has to do is 
to search for different colors,” says Mrs. 
Moran, “and he will find them. There 
are five or six different colors in corn 
husks alone. One leaf will be bright 
yellow, one almost pure white, and an- 
other brown. When the various folds of 
pine bark are separated a different color 
will be found under each layer.” 

Mrs. Moran saves everything she col- 
lects on her walks as she feels that there 
will always be a place for each item. A 
wasp nest, for instance, rested among 
her supplies for many weeks before she 
found a use for it. Small scissored sec- 
tions of it finally became the bricks for 
George Washington’s old grist mill in 
an appliscape depicting the historic 
structure. 


N THE appliscape, “To Landsward,” 

the top of the lighthouse is com- 
posed of black water lily leaves with 
hydrangea scaling the side. The main 
body of the lighthouse is made of Styro- 
foam, a whipped plastic material. The 
sea is mica and the sails on the boats 
are oak leaves. Mrs. Moran obtained the 
mica from rock formations in the can- 
yons of New Mexico. 

In a work entitled, “The Dutch Mill,” 
the mill itself is composed of rose petals 
and the blades are made from magnolia 
leaves. The wooden railing around the 
structure is pine bark. The “painting” is 
finished off with wild briar leaves, maple 
leaves and grasses. 

The chapel in an appliscape entitled 
“Chapel by the Sea” is made of thin 
sheets of cedar wood. The doors are 
water lily leaves and the door frames 
and steps are corn husks. The bell is a 
scissored corn husk. The lighted win- 
dows are bright yellow maple leaves. 
The tree on the church grounds has a 
trunk of sycamore bark and leaves of 
sea wheat. The ocean in the distance is 
mica and the fleecy clouds are cotton 
with a moon, made from a plant called 
Chinese Money, peeking through. 

“Desert Sign Post,” is the title of an 
appliscape depicting a butte pushing up 
from the desert. The dark side of the 
butte is made from bark mixed with 
pine cones and the sunny side is yellow 
zinnias mixed with pine needles. The 
desert itself is a combination of wild 
grasses, little pieces of fern leaves, and 
tiny straw flowers. 
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MATERIALS in this composition, ‘“Ye Olden Times,”’’ include strawflower petals, 
water lily leaves, mica and moss. The materials are mounted on artboard 


Ke GUIDE her in the mounting pro- 
cess Mrs. Moran sketches on art- 
board several light pencil lines repre- 
senting the outline of the horizon or 
of some structure to be portrayed. Then, 
using oils or pastels, she tints in a sky 
effect. 

Now the artist is ready to mount the 





material which she has collected. She 
uses a plastic paste which she applies 
with a flat brush to the leaf, moss, or 
other object. A little paste is also dabbed 
on the artboard before the item is set 
in place. Mrs. Moran uses tweezers to 
handle tiny particles of mica, twigs,

SALAD FORK AND SPOON | 











HIS PLASTIC FORK and spoon will prove very useful for any salad serving. They can be made from colored plastic to 
match color schemes or from clear plastic which will be appropriate in any setting. A monogram or design may be etched 
on the handles. They are very simple to cut out and form. The fork tines and spoon bowl can be formed by pressing 


the hot plastic between two large soup spoons.

and petals; a paring knife to separate 
layers of bark and mica, and a scissors 
to cut and shape the larger pieces. 
After she has mounted the barks, she 
employs a flatiron for ten or fifteen 
minutes to help them dry flat. 

When the picture is completed it is 
sprayed with a transparent plastic solu- 
tion and then framed in natural wood 
which is sometimes finished to blend 
in with the color scheme of the sub- 
ject. 

Mrs. Moran has made over fifty ap- 
pliscapes and prices them from $10 to 
$200 according to size. She takes them 
along with her whenever she attends 
gatherings of her friends at afternoon 
and other social affairs to which 
she is invited. “This is the best way to 
launch yourself in the public eye,” she 
says. Becoming acquainted with parents 
and teachers in the area, she has also 
been invited to demonstrate her work 
at P.-T.A. meetings and before pupils 
in many of the schools. The students 
become interested in the appliscapes and 
in turn inspire their parents to buy them. 

Mrs. Moran's appliscapes have been

displayed in several of the public li- | 


braries and in art exhibits which have 
been held by department stores and 
chambers of commerce. The artist al- 
ways applies for permission to show 
her work at these exhibits and finds 
that many sales result. “People want 
the appliscapes if they see them,” she 
says. 

Mrs. Moran has PL psee8 on local 
television shows and has had her work 
praised by Kate Smith on a national 
video program originating in New 
York City. She is planning to rent a 
small space at the local home show 
and the flower show which attract 
thousands of persons in the Washington, 
D. C. area. 

Mrs. Moran believes that anyone with 
artistic talent can make an appliscape. 
All that is needed, she will tell you, 
is to gather inspiration from one of 
nature’s masterpieces and go to work.

me that her lamp constantly played 
joke upon her dog. The driftwood lamp 
that I sold her took on the resemblance 
or form of a cat arching its back in 
fright. I guess the dog figured the lamp 
was a life-like image, for he constantly 
growled and barked at it whenever the 
woman let him into the room where 
the lamp was.” 


te HAS sold as high as seventy-five 

lamps a week and now spends from 
eight to ten hours a day in his shop 
making them. 

“My largest order from one person 
was from a motel owner who ordered 
thirty-six lamps,” says Berg. “He wanted 
a lamp for each unit of the motel, to 
sort of decorate the place and give it 
an unusual look. They cause a lot of 
comment and admiration from the guests 
who visit his motel. 

“One day as I was sorting and cutting 
driftwood up into unusual shapes, I 
came across one piece that resembled a 
ghost with a sheet over its head. | 
painted the ghost white with only a 
shadowing of black which gave it a 
realistic appearance. 

“The driftwood piece which re- 
sembled a seahorse I painted dark green 
and highlighted with light green. When 
I finished decorating it, it looked very 
much alive. These two lamps sold very 
guickly, as the public prefers novel and 
interesting shapes.” 

Last July Berg exhibited his unusual, 
driftwood lamps in the lamp show held 
at the Hotel New Yorker. They drew a 
Jot of attention from the visiting public 
and many orders were taken for them. 

Berg has gone still further in develop- 
ing the driftwood art, for he also makes 
coffee tables from the driftwood. Using 
the driftwood as a base, he cuts it in 
such a way that it has “arms” which 
reach upward and hold the glass top. 

The coffee tables are made in two 
(glass top) sizes, thirty-two by thirty- 
two inches, and forty-two by thirty 
inches. They sell for $97.50 and $119.50 
respectively. Some people prefer to buy 
the tables without glass and purchase 
this in their own town, as it prevents 
breakage in shipping. 

“I never knew that there could be so 
much pleasure, excitement and profits 
in creating lamps and other items from 
driftwood,” says Berg. “Each day, the 
hours fly past as I fashion lamps from 
driftwood, for it’s fun doing the work 
you love to do.”

dren’s clothes, and has sufficient pati- 
ence for hand-needlework, can make 
them. But imagination is also a very 
necessary requirement, for imagination 
in trimming and decoration, is what 
makes these garments so special. 


Photographs 1 and 3 show a pale pink 
rayon crepe bed jacket in the making. 
This is a simple, short bed jacket for 
which a pattern may be obtained in any 
department store, but it is the trimming 
which makes it so unusual. The bed 
jacket requires 114 yards of crepe, which 
may be obtained at a remnant shop for 
fifty-nine cents a yard, or for even less 
at a department store end-of-the-month 
remnant sale. Six yards of Valenciennes 
lace at six cents a yard; half of a twenty- 
five-cent bunch of tiny pink cotton or 
velvet forget-me-nots; 144 yards nar- 
row black satin picoted ribbon, sabout 
fifteen cents; thread, ten cents; and 
half yard of wide, black and white rayon 
embroidery, on black net, which was 
picked up at a lace remnant sale for fifty 
cents, brought the cost of materials for 
this garment to approximately $2.10, and 
and the jacket can be sold for $7.50. 


After the jacket has been stitched 
together, the narrow Valenciennes lace 
is gathered and stitched all around the 


’ edges of the jacket, the narrow turnover 





collar and the ruffles at the edge of the 
sleeves. The embroidered designs, cut 
from the black net, are also edged with 
the narrow ruffled lace. One is then 
stitched flat to each side of the jacket, 
in front, about seven inches down from 
the shoulder seam. The third design is 
stitched onto the jacket, at the right side, 
about 314 inches from the bottom. The 
top of this design is left open to form 

small pocket. The jacket is closed at 
the neckline in front with a snap, and 
a tiny black bow of ribbon with a spray 
of forget-me-nots is stitched over this. 
At the wristline a tiny black ribbon 
bow with the forget-me-nots is also 
placed at the top of the ruffle. This 
completes the jacket. 


HOTOGRAPH 2 shows a partly com- 

pleted half-slip, into which Loni is 
setting the slide-fastener, which closes 
at the side. The top of the half-slip is 
made of cream cotton lace to the hip- 
line. Next, a ruffle of flesh-colored tulle 
is stitched to the lace to carry the slip 
to a point halfway between the hipline 
and the knees. A wide flounce of the 
flesh-colored tulle is then stitched to 
the bottom of the garment to bring it 
to the desired length. Another wide

were made from a simple fitted pajama 
pattern. They are of black cotton velvet, 
cut off a little above the ankle, and slit 
along the sides, with the slits edged in 
silver braid. 

Returning to Photograph 1, various 
items are seen strewn over the dressing 
table. To the left is an old-fashioned 
one-piece garment known as a chemise. 
This elaborate chemise is of red lace 
trimmed with narrow black Valen- 
ciennes, a daring but effective combi- 
nation. The black lace garters shown 
may be decorated with a rosette of the 
narrow black lace, in the center of which 
is placed a rhinestone button, or a tiny 
bow of fur may be placed in the center 
of the rosette, and a single large rhine- 
stone placed in the center of the fur 
bow. Scraps of lace, ribbon, and fur 
may be used for these garters, and a dis- 
carded pair of rhinestone earrings may 
be pried apart and used for decorations. 
The garters sell at $2.50 and up. The 
black lace bra, shown at the right, re- 
quires only one-half yard of black allover 
lace, 1Y% yards of narrow pin ribbon 
and a small bunch of tiny velvet flowers. 
An old bra may be ripped apart and 
used for a pattern. Shoulder straps are 
of one-half-inch black ribbon. The bra 
sells for $3.50 and up, depending on 
materials used and time required for 
workmanship. 

If you feel you must cut expenses to 
meet the requirements of your clientele, 
you can always resort to putting your 
garments together on the machine, 
doing the finishing and trimming by 
hand. However, Loni prefers the garment 
entirely made by hand.

valuable colors, beginners and mass pro- 
ducers prefer to avoid this inbreeding 
and obtain as many good birds, regard- 
less of color, as possible. Marble, having 
tried it, now believes inbreeding, al- 
though fun, is not profitable. 
“Originally,” Marble explains, “the 
parakeet was green like the Australian 
jungle from which it came. Parakeets 
sat in eucalyptus trees or swooped down 
for wild grass seeds. The natives called 
the bird betcherygah, or ‘pretty bird.’ 
Finally European and Oriental traders 
took the budgerigar (as they called it) 
home and inbred the bird successfully 
blue, yellow, 
white, and brown. A rare pair of mated 
black parakeets is supposed to cost 
$5,000, but I have never seen any blacks, 
and you don’t need fancy birds to sell.” 


to the colors we see today: 


Unmated birds are placed in a large 
mating cage, like the one Marble con- 
structed, where they select their own 
mates. Once mated two parakeets remain 
so for life and may be removed to small- 
er cages, fitted with nesting boxes. The 
parakeet is hearty and also quite prolific. 
One mated pair will produce twenty to 
sixty offspring every year, most of which 
will live. 

The nesting box itself is fitted with 
a large wooden bottom, usually 14-inch 
pine, which is scooped out to form a 
cup. The special bottom holds warmth 
necessary for hatching the birds, and 
keeps the eggs from rolling about the 
box when the female nests with them. 


_— MOST obvious way to sell para- 

keets to individuals is to put a small 
advertisement in the classified section 
of your newspaper. Since parakeets sell 
to a mass market, this approach works 
well. 

But word-of-mouth advertising is still 
valuable, and the best place to get that 
is where you work: If there is a bulletin 
board at your office or plant, put up a 
small card with your name and “Para- 
keets for Sale.” You will be amazed at 
the results. If your company has its own 
newspaper or house organ, tell the editor 
about your bird and bee hobby. More 
han likely he will be glad to print a 
hobby story on your birds and bees— 
resulting in increased bird sales and 
word-of-mouth advertising. Marble occa- 
sionally takes a parakeet to work in a 
small box he can keep in his desk. With

In particular, says Marble, you can get 
more details on bird raising with notes 
on how to sell them in “Parakeets, Their 
Care and Breeding,” by M. L. and Flora 
Flowers, available at your pet shop or 
from the authors at Bird Haven, Reseda, 
California, for $1.50. 

Marble thinks you don’t have to pick 
birds and bees in order to develop 
successful combination hobby. He likes 
to stress that point. 

“Millie and I came upon this combi- 
nation by chance,” he says. “But I think 
there are a thousand other combinations 
like ours which are colorful and differ- 
ent enough to attract attention, which 
could fill in your idle seasons. 

“Two men in New Hampshire, Wes- 
ley Avery and Oscar Pratt, combine op- 
erating a sawmill in summer and a 
greenhouse in. winter. That combination 
brings them year ‘round profit, and they 
are able to heat their greenhouse with 
scrap slabs from their mill. 

“I understand Benjamin Franklin got 
a similar ‘better combination’ because 
he required two kinds of glasses, one 
for reading and one for general sight. 
He put them both together and got the 
first bifocals.” 


HAT ARE the pointers Marble 
would give to prospective combi- 
nation hobbyists? 

“Well, pick hobbies with different 
profit seasons if you can,” he advises. 
“Try to make expansions out of profit 
and make the work or investments over- 
lap any way you can. Then look for a 
combination to interest you and the 
customers you want to sell. 

“I have never got tired of talking 
birds and bees, for example. I don’t 
think Millie has either. Our enthusiasm 
brings in customers. 

“And, because of our hobby,” Marble 
says with a laugh, “if our children ever 
ask us questions about birds and bees, 
you can bet we'll know the answers.”

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nure. He sterilizes this mixture with 
methyl bromide to kill weed seeds, in- 
sects and nematodes. 

New plants are obtained in two 
ways, from cuttings and seeds. After a 
plant has been pruned back, small new 
shoots appear along the branches. When 
they reach one-fourth to one-half inch 
in length and have two to three leaves 
they are “new growth cuttings” and are 
placed in flats in a damp sandy layer of 
the above mixture. 

Plants from seeds are a longer process. 
Nelson cuts open a seed pod which 
looks something like a minute egg plant 
and is of similar dark purple color. With 
a knife blade he flattens the pulp and 
spreads it. Tiny white seeds are removed 
with the point of the blade. They are 
dried in the sun for a day, and placed 
in a pint jar containing the above mix- 
ture with vermiculite. In the day time 
jars are uncovered. At night lids are put 
on. The seedlings are very delicate. The 
first two leaves are not true leaves so 
they are not transplanted until the sec- 
ond or true leaves appear. 

Then they are put into two-inch pots 
which are placed in flats with wet peat 
moss between the pots. When they are 
larger they are transplanted to four-inch 
pots. 

Crossing is relatively simple. “If a bee 
beats you to it you're sunk,” says Nel- 
son. To eliminate bee competition he 
epens the buds himself just as they are 
about to blossom. The stigma is sticky 
when it is ready for the pollen. You can 
use a small paint brush to pollenize or 
pick a pollen-bearing stalk (stamen) 
from the other plant and gently wipe 
it over the stigma. 

The first pollenization is the one 
that counts so if you do it first you 
don’t have to worry about the bees. Of 
course, you have to tag the plants and 
isolate the seeds. Then grow them to 
see the results. The process takes about 
eight months if you hit the right cycle. 
Blooms normally start in spring and 
summer but some plants bloom all year 
‘round in the coastal climate. 

When the plants are large enough or 
different enough they are planted in a 
test garden out of doors. From each 
1,000 plants only one to three are con- 
sidered good enough to sell. 

The Nelsons now have ten varieties 
of their own and are working on others. 
New varieties are tested in Sacramento, 
Oakland and Pacific Grove, California, 
by members of the American Fuchsia 
Society. Two members of the California 
Fuchsia Society test them in Arcadia 
and Gardena, California. If the reports

era FUCHSIA Gardens now have 
about 30,000 plants on hand and 
about 400 in hanging baskets. Colors 


all shades of pink, red and purple in 
between. Many of the blooms are vivid 
and exotic. Some plants are natural 
hangers, some aré climbers as those in 
Nelson’s seventy-five-foot hedge, and he 
has tree types twelve feet tall. 

The Nelsons have one helper, C. D. 
Barney” Oldfield, who does the potting, 
watering and feeding. All indoor plants 
receive a weekly water-soluble chemical 
fertilizer. Outdoor plants have a similar 
feeding once a month. Mrs. Nelson 
helps with the sales and shows visitors 
around the gardens. 

Visitors are welcome and both Nel- 
sons are generous with how-to informa- 
tion on fuchsia growth, care and propa- 
gation. The plants sold at the nursery 
are slightly less than those mailed. The 
Nelsons ship during March and April. 
Prices are fifty cents for small three-inch 
plants, $1 for four-inch, and $1.50 for 
gallon can size. At the nursery prices 
start at thirty-five cents. Last year the 
Nelsons sold over 15,000 potted plants, 
a limited number to wholesalers. Their 
half acre of city lots is a show place of 
tranquil beauty. Nelson has regained 
his health and his livelihood, and his 
hobby is blooming all around him.

Stay-at-Home Baby Sitter 


AM a new type baby sitter, a stationary one; that is, my clients come to 

me instead of my going to them. It all happened this way: When my 
professor-husband died it was necessary to take stock. Married at twenty, 
I had no profession or even trade to fall back upon. I did have a roomy old 
house in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, with a fenced-in yard, a very small pension, 
and best of all, excellent general health. 

My children invited me.to share their homes—a daughter on the Pacific 
Coast and a son an Air Corps Officer, ever on the move. I declined at once, 
and I could not help noticing that tragic “What shall we do about mother?” 
look fade from their eyes. 

To ease the exchequer as well as have someone in the house, I rented 
out two bedrooms. One word to the nearby high school principal and there 
arrived the home economics teacher (she takes care of taxes) and the school 
nurse, who underwrites light and heat. Both are of the fruit juice, Melba 
toast and black coffee sorority, which they provide for themselves, and the 
other meals they get at the school cafeteria or a club. They take care of their 
own rooms, save for the weekly cleaning. 


URING THE first few months, while I was just sitting around, people 

would drop in with a “Will you be at home all day? I'd like to have a 
permanent if you will look after Jody,” or “May I leave Penny asleep in 
her pram while I try on dresses at Pope's?” Then came embarrassed thanks, 
especially if they had stayed away too long, followed by gifts, all the way 
from grandmotherly shawls to a bottle of old Scotch whiskey. 

The school nurse took me to task. “They impose on you. Why don’t 
you let them pay you a regular rate?” So I made a few changes. Had the 
porch screened in, put a sand pile and swings in the back yard and bought 
a few cots and lightweight mattresses. 

I let the word percolate through faculty circles that, for an hourly sum, 
I would care for children in my own home—Tuesdays through Fridays, 
from 9 o'clock in the morning until 5 in the afternoon. I keep Saturday for 
cleaning, Sunday for rest and church, and Monday to get ready for the week. 

Soon I had a waiting list that would put a fashionable club to shame. I 
preside over the naps of the nursery school set; the bus makes a regular stop 
at my door. I charge thirty-five cents per hour, with thirty-five cents more 
if they want the regular lunch: peanut butter sandwich, cookie, apple and 
milk or fruit juice. 

Unruly ones? Well, once in a while I have had to reprimand with a 
“Behave or you can’t come back,” and in each case, mother and culprit have 
come to the door, both in tears, with a promise of never again. 

I average $48 a week, and could make much more if I would assume 
full charge for week-ends and holidays, but enough is enough.
